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INTRODUCTION. 


Tnv: following procis of ofllei.il correspond onco ivlating to tlu» 
establishment of a Miisonm at Lncknow Jind iis conversion into a 
provincial institution is publislicil as aii iniroduction (o tho Miuntos 
of the Managing Conimittee : — 

The want of a public Museum having been much Wt in Oiidh, 
a province which had in other respects taken the leiul in the 
civilization of North-Western India, (loloiiel Abboli., then Com- 
missioner of tlie Lucknow Division (June, 18o:2), soliiatejl the aid 
of Government in establishing a Museum at Lucknow, proposing 
to locate the institution in tlic Liil Baradari building under the 
superintendence of an efficient Curator on lls. hDO a month, witli a- 
suI)or(liuai;C establishment, the cost of which v/as estimated at lls, 
200 a month. 

The proposal was not sanctioned by tin? G(»vcninient of India 
on financial grounds. 

In March of tho following year^ 1863, Coli)nel A]);>ott again 
made a strong representation on the subject to the Ciiiof Com- 
missioncr. 

The Chief Commissioner, while acknowle<lging the benefits that 
would he derived by estaldishing a Central Museum at Lucknow 
and placing it under the superintendence of Dr. Bonavia, whose 
scientific attainments duly qualified him for the charge, did not 
sanction the use of the L&l Baradari building for a Museum, but 
added tliat he would make over the large Baradari, which was for- 
merly used as a jail, provided that arrangements were made to 
remove the Police Hospital, which then occupied the latter building, 
to some other place. 

The large Baradari was inspected by the Commissioner and 
Dr. Bonavia and was found unsuitable for a Museum, Accordingly, 
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it was suggested that the mstitntion could not be hettef located than 
iu the Tanv Kothi, which was used as an observatory during the 
Native Government. 

The use of the Tara, Kothi for the Museum was sanctioned by 
the Chief Commissioner (13th June, 1863). 

In July, 1863, the Commissioner suggested the constitution of 
an oi^anizcd body for the conduct of affaii's of the Museum, and a 
committee composed of the following gentlemen w'as formed with 
the approval of the Chief Commissioner •

Tlicre appears a break in the correspondence at this stage of the 
proceedings j but it is clear tliat a Museum was opened iu the Cliatr 
Manzil building and the management of the institution was entrust- 
ed to Dr. Bonavia. 

By some mistake the Tara Kotlii was leased to the Bank of 
Bengal, and it was in December, 1863, tliat tlie Commissioner again 
took up the question of a suitable building for the Museum and in- 
sisted on its being located in the Lfil Baradari. 

In December, 1861<, Dr. Bonavia submitted a report on the con- 
dition of the Museum as it then stood, from which it appears tliat 
the institution was maintained by a municipal grant of Bs. 100 per 
mensem, and that it had created much interest among the native 
ppulation of the province. 

Colonel Barrow foi’ivarded Dr. Bonavia^s report to Gnvem- 
mciit, recommending that the .monthly allowance bo raised to 
Bs. 200. 
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As tlie three years’ lease on which the Bank of Bengal held the 
Tara Kothi had luilf expired about the end of March, 1865, and the 
authorities of the Bank were anxious to know if a fresh lease would 
be granted them after the expiry of that period, the Commissioner 
proposed to inform them that the building was required for other 
public purposes, i.e., for the Museum as was arranged before. 

Commissioner’s proposal was approved by the Chief Commissioner, 
and the Secretary, Bank of Bengal, was informed accordingly. 

In March, 1867, Sir John (then Mr.) Stnichey, Chief Commis- 
sioner of Oudh, intimated his desire to convert the Liil Baradari 
(which was then used as the Municipal Engineer’s Workshops) into 
a Museum and rcMpiested the Commissioner of Lucknow to draw up 
a design and an estimate for carrying out the scheme, .adding tLat 
the cost of the work should fall on the Local Funds, and not on 
the Municipal Board of Lucknow. 

The Municipal Engineer of Lucknow was requested, through 
the Deputy Commissioner, to prepare an estimate for the above 
project. 

From a printed memorandum by the Chief Commissioner, dated 
25th March) 1867, it appears tluit Dr. Bonavia, on his services 
as Assistant Civil Surgeon of Lucknow hanng Ijcen dispensed with 
by Government, was appointed, in 1867, Superintendent of the then 
newly created Department of Science in Oudh, which included 
among its functions the supervision of the Museum, the Obs(u’vatory 
and the Agri-IIorticulturiil Gardens of Lucknow, on a total monthly 
salajy of Rs. 900, of which Rs. 300 was to l>e paid by the Muni- 
cipality of Lticknow for his services as Health Officer of the 
station. 

An estimate of Rs. 10,035 for adapting the Lai Baradari into a 
Museum was sanctioned by the Chief Commissioner, and the institu- 
tion was subsequently removed to tliat building. 

At the instance of Colonel Barrow, Commissioner, of Luck- 
now, a sab'conunittee, composed of the following gentlemcji, was 
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formed to discuss mattevs relating to the improvotticnt of the 
Museum

As the funds of the institution were vci’y limited, the sub-com- 
mittee unanimously agri?eil to ask the Local Government to place 
at their disposal such siuns as they considered necessary for Ike col- 
lection and preservation of the exhibits and suggested that the 
district officers in Oudh Ije recpiested to send contributions to the 
Museum from tlicir respective districts. 

The attention of the Deputy Commissioners was directed to the 
necessity of lending their support to the Museum, and they were 
rociuusttxl to send spcintuens of coins which might l»e received in 
the Govermnent treasuries, their bullion value being in all cases 
paid by Government. 


After this (April, 18(58) there is no cori’espondenec to show to 
what extent funds were allotted by Goverumeut for expenditure on 
the Museum, or when' the latter was removed from the Liil Baradari. 


In Septcmlx>r, 1877, or a few moidhs after the amalgamation. 
Dr. I’onavia expressed a wish to resign lus appointment, and the 
Local Gorernment ashed the CommissjouerV. opinion as U) the. best 
way of coiiductiiig the duties liitlicrto performed by that officer. 


The Co mm ii.: loner forwarded the Local Government’s letter to 
Dr. Bona via, wb^j suggested that some ofllecr of the Educational 
Dejiait mt lit sliould be placed in charge of t!ie Museum, and named 
Mr. Birio as one <iuali(ic(l for I'le appointment. 


Mr. Piiie was recommended to Government for the Cimitorsbip, 

The Local Gnverninenl remarked tlial, altiiongb .Mr. Piiie was 
duly (jualilied for the (hinitombip, bis coiincctioii with llio’Caiinino' 
ColV-ge was, in their opinion, likely to prevent his cxercLsing a tloso 
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supervision ovoi* the suhovdinalo cstahHslinicnt, aucl they therefore 
reeonuiiended Mr, Thorpe, late Superintendent of the Oiidh vjccre- 
tariat, for the proposed appointment. 

The ai)pointment was accordii^ly offered to Mr. TJiorpc, who 
accepted it. 

On Dr. Bonavia^s recoinmeudation one clerk on Ils. 25 per 
month was allowed to the Museum. 

Mr. Thorpe siihmittted his resii>*natiou on the 30th August, 1378, 
aiul reconnnended Mr, Joyce for his place. 

Mr, Thorpe^s resignation was accejded, and Mr. Joyce was 
appointed to the charge of the Museum (Scptonil)er,. 187 S). 

In Jaimavy, 1883, Mr. Benett., then Director of the Department 
of Agriculture and Commerce of these provinces, in consultation 
with Colonel Foihes, Couimissionei* of Lucknow, dnnv up a scheme 
for the belter managcnient of tlio Lucknow ]\Iuseiiro, which was 
then in a declining stal e. Tlie project was based on a dctuilal report 
by Colonel Piteber on the condition of the insliUition, from whieh 
the following facts came to 

(1) The income of the insUtulion amounted to a little over Us. 

2,500, whieh was derived from the following ssourecs •

(2) It was located in an incommodious Iniildmg in the vicinity 

of the Lai Baradari, in whieh tliore was not sutTieiout 
room for the exhihits in the <lifOcront sections. 

(3) It included nearly all the dcpai'lmcnts which it now 

represents. 

(t) A lump sura of Cs. 1,000 was provided in the budget of 
the Agricultural DqKii-tmeut for expenditure on the 
Museum. 
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Mr. Benett proposed — 

(1) That an administi-ativc Ixnly be formed to conduct its affairs. 

(2) That half the mimber of members should be Europeans and 

half natives, and that they should 1x5 so selected that 
every class of the community might*be represented on 
the Committee, vi:., the Municipal Board, the Oudh 
Aristocracy and the Ri/a-i-Am Association, Lucknow. 

(3) That the mtml)er of members be limited to a few with a 

view to efficiency in the manag-cmeut. 

(•!•) That District Officers in Oudh bo invited to make contiibu- 
tions to the funds of the Museum. 

The Commissioner forwarded Mr. Bonett’s letter (N’o. 60,, dated 
6th January, 1883) to the Deputy Commissioner of Lucknow for 
his opinion. 

Colonel Hastings, then Deputy Commissioner, Lucknow, made 
the following suggestions ; — 

I, That the proposed committee should consist of— 

(1) Tlio Comini»iiioiior of Lnclciiow. 

(2) The IJuputy Conniussionor of Luckuow. 

(3) The Assistant Director, Department of Agriculture 

and Commerce. 

(4) A non-official Member of the European community. 

(o) A native Member of the Di.strict Local Committee. 

(G) A native M'mibcr of tin; Municipal Committee. 

(7) A representative of the Rr’tisli Indian Association, jiiid 

(8) A representative of the Rifa-i'driu 
The President having the. casting vote. 

II, That after the constitution of the Committee a statement 

sliould be made out, sIiOMung the requirements of the 
iiisiitiition, and that at the same time tlie co-operation of 
the Municipal and District Boards in Oudh be invited, 
as on the assurance of support from the districts the 
Managing Committee would lx; in a position to address 
Government for such support as it sliould require from 
ProviiKual Funds. 

III, That an appeal be also made to the native gentry of the 

Province for pecuniary aid.

IV. That tlio Managing Committee aliouhl have complete con- 
trol over the funds of the institution subject only to the 
control of the Director of the Agricultural Department. 

Extracts from Mr. Tlenett’s letter of bth Jannai'y, 1883, were 
also forwanled to the other district officers in Oudh, but, with the 
exception of one district (Ilardoi), no support in the slupe of pecu- 
niary contiibution was promised by any of the districts in the 
province. 

In a letter datwl 3rd February, 1 883, Colonel Forbes forwarded 
Colonel Hastings’ jn’oposals to the Diivctor of Agriculture, expressing 
his concurrence on nearly all the points set forth by Mr. Bcnctt, and 
requested that officer to address Government with a ww to an 
early constitution of the Committee, by whom details regarding ac- 
commodatiouj management, &c., eonld be settled in due course. 
The only alteration which the Conunissioncr suggested in the 
Deputy Commissioner’s proposals was that he proposed one of the 
trustees of Husoinabad in place of a native Member of the Local 
Board. 

In reply to Mr. Benett’s letter (No. 333A., dated 20tli February, 
1883), with which the above proposals were submitted to Govern- 
ment, the Local Government remarhed that a representative com- 
mittee was not so much recpiired as one comx)Oseil of meml)ers who 
had practical knowledge of the subjects to be dealt with and who 
had experience in the work of oi^nizing a Museum. Having this 
object in view, and on the recommendation of the Deputy Com- 
missioner of Lucknow, Government nominated the following gentle- 
men as Members of the Managing Committee : — 

Mr. A. H. l*irie of the Canning College, Botanical Section, including 
Agriculture and Forest produce. 

Mr. H. 11. Hederstedt, Chief Engineer, OudJi and RoLilkliand Bailway, 
Science generally. 

I)r. J. C. Wliishaw, Civil Surgeon, Zoiilogy. 

Mr. George Reid, Railway Department, Omithology. 

Mr. A. Constable, Oudh and Hobilkhand Railway, Antiquities. 

Mr. Pirie working also as Managing Secretary. 
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Tlu». Dli’Gcl'U* of AoTlouHiire was at ilie same lime rcqucstotl to 
aid the Coinmiltoo, should they consent to act, in every possible 
way. 

Tlic Vircciov. forwarded the Local Government's Jotter to the 
Commissioner, requesting that officer to ascertain from the gentle- 
men named whetlier they would consent to act on the Committee, 

All the gcmtlemen agreed to act on the iManaging Committee, 
and the Director was informed accordingly. 

The firnt work which the newly constituted Committee, had heforo 
them was to find a snitublc building for the Aluseuin. In due 
course they iuspoctod all llie buildings reporled as availaldc for the 
pnrjioso, hut found none suitable for a Museum. They therefore 
came tio the conclusion tlnit either some additions be made to the 
existing building at an estimated cost of Rs. 50,000, or a new 
building be erected at a probable cost of Rs. 1,50,000. 

Towards the end of Sejitemher, 1883, the Managing Committee 
poHcitcd information as to the extent to whicdi they could exercise 
control over the Museum establishment and the means to be placed 
at their disposal for the reorganization of the institution. 

The above reference was forwarded to the Director of Agri- 
culture, who was requested to obtain the orders of Government on 
the points raised by the Managing Committee. 

In reply, the Director of Agriculture remarked that, from jire- 
vious correspondence on the subject of reorganization, he under- 
stood that it was the Managing Committee who, when constituted, 
were to draw up a selieme for the management of the Museum, 
and he therefore suggested that they should he invited to submit 
definite proposals on such princijiles as might commend themselves 
to the Committee, with an estimate of the sums wliich, in their 
opinion, it was desirable that Government should allot to render 
such proposals efficient. 

The Director further returned the budget estimates which Jiad 
lieen forwarded to him on the 16th August, 1883; with a view to 
their being revised by the Managing Committee. 
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Accordingly the Committee were requested to submit, with the 
budget, a definite scheme for the future management of the ISfuseum 
and an estimate of what the amiual expenditure would be after the 
existing wants in accommodation, furniture, &c, Ijad been supplied. 

Owing to Mr, Pivie’s absence in the hills and owing to tho 
absence of some of the other Memhers during the cold season, action 
was delayed on the Commissioner's letter forwarding the Dii’eetor*s 
suggestions, and it was not till February I ttli of the following year 
that the pommittcc were able to submit'— 

I. A scheme for tho future management of the Museum, 

II. A code of rules, 

III, An estimate of the annual grant requisite to maintain, the 

IMuscum, and 

IV, Proposals to locate the Museum in the Ijjil Ihiradari. 

The Commissionov forwanh'd to the Director tlie revised budget 
and the draft rules &c., expressing his full coiiciuTcnce therein. 

In April, 188:1;, ills Honor tlie Lieutenant-Governor and Chief 
Commissioner, in a visit to Lucknow, met tho Members of ilm 
Museum Committee, and on the 18th oF the same month the Se- 
cretary to Government conveyed llis Honoris approval of the Com- 
mittee's proposal to locate the Museum in the Lai ParadaTi, with 
the remark that the work of seleetlng and rejecting specimens from 
the old collections be undertaken without delav, 

.By another Government order l)earii)g the same date the Com- 
missioner of Lucknow was api)ointed ViC oj/icio .President of the 
Museum Committee. 

From a letter dated 7th July, ISSi, from tho Secretary, JMana- 
ging Committee, to the address of the Commissioner, it appears that 
the work of removing the Museum to the Lai Baradari Avas com- 
pleted by the end of June, 1881, 

On the 21st of April, 1884, Mr. Bcnett forwarded the Commits 
tee^s scheme for the management of the Provincial Museum with 
tho budget estimate of expenditure for 1881-85; and bn 2nd July^^ 
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1884, in a ktter* addressed to the Director of the Agricultural 
Department, the Local Government reviewed the whole proceedings 
in the following words 

« 2 * * * The original proceedings, which commenced with your 
No. 369G., dated 11th July, 1882,eonteniplated an extension of the 
Museum as it then existed and the ti*ansfer of its control to your 
Department. During the course of the enquiries which were insti- 
tuted with a view of maturing and fonnulating this proposal, the 
attention of the Government of India was called to the expediency 
of forming permanent collections of native artware and manufac- 
tures, and its views were communicated to this Government in Reso- 
lution No. 239 of the Proceedings in the Department of Revenue and 
Agriculture, which was entrusted to you for enquiry and report. 
The final sohemo of the Supreme Government is embodied in Reso- 
lution No. 1 Ex. of 3rd January, 1884. It recommends the formation 
of a Provincial Museum for the reception of a typical collection 
illustrating the aiis and manufactures of the province. It was de- 
cided by the Lieutenant-Oovernor and Chief Commissioner that the 
Provincial Museum for the North-Western Provinces and Oiulh 
should be located at Lucknow, and you were requested to submit 
detailed aud complete *i>roposals. This you liavo now done in con- 
sultation willi the Committee, which had been appointed to reorga- 
nize the Museum already existing at Lucknow, It will thus be 
seen that the Provincial Museum to be maintained in accordance 
with the scheme approved by the Government of India absorbs 
and replaces the old institution, an arrangement which cannot hut be 
mutually advantageous to both. * * * It' should bo clearly under- 
stdod tliat the MustMini as now * reconstituted will primarily be 
the Pvovi)u?ial Museum orgiinized and maintained, as far as may be, 
on the lines laid down in the Proceedings of the Art Committee 
held in December, 1883, and designed to accomplish the objects 
and supply tlie wants therein expressed. This need not, however, 
interfere with tlie maintenance of those other sections which do not 
come directly within* the scope of the scheme promulgated by the 
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Government of India. But in distributing between the different 
sections tlie funds now placed at their disposal, the Committee 
should bear in mind the primary object of Government in enlarg- 
ing and supporting the Museum. 

^ 3 . The modifications now made in the original plan undoubt- 
edly render it nocessaiy to reorganize the Committee on a wider 
basis, and the Licutenant-G overnor ajid Chief Commissioner accepts 
the present proposal to nominate additional Meml)ers and appoint 
CoiTcsponding Secretaries. 

* * * * * * 

« 0 * * rpijQ Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner 

recognises the necessity of appointing a -competent Curator until 
such time at least as the Museum lias been brouglit into thorough 
oixler and the exhibits weeded, re-aiTangcd, and elassified.^^ 

The budget estimates of expenditure for the year lS8li-85 
amounted to Us. 13,000. As a portion of the year foi* which 
they were framed liad already passed (July, 1881^), Government 
l)assed the estimates at Ils. 8,200 and ad<led that the Committee 
were at liberty to bring to their credit and spend at their discretion 
any sum which they might derive from private sources. 

At a meeting of the Managing Committee held on tlic 21st July, 
ISSi*, which was honored by liis presence, His Honor the Lieuteiiant- 
Governov and Chief Commissioner expressed a further opinion that it 
would be for the best interests of the Museum to secure the perma- 
nent services of an efliciciit Curator. Accordingly, at a subsecpieut 
meeting held on the 26 ih of the same mouth it was resolved to 
suggest to Government that (Colonel Pitcher, who was fully aware 
of the Committee^s requirements, be authorized to seemre during\.liis 
leave to Europe tlie services of an experienced Curator for the Pro- 
vincial Museum. 

’ On 26th September, 1 88*^, Governmciit notified the appointment 
of the undermentioned gentlemen as Corresponding Secretaries to 
the Committee of Management of the Provincial Museum 
Mr. W, Hot.*y, ICirwi, B.incla.

Natural History and Ornithological Departments aro in a very 
defective state. 

The additional peons aro required as tho present ostablisninent 
is not sufficient to carry on the work. The additional sweeper is 
necessary, as the present individual has more work than he can 
luanago, and tho Museum must bo kept clean. 

4. For the purchase of specimens, Rs. 5,000. 

A large grant for this purpose is necessary for tho first year. 

5. Materials for preserving and setting up speoimeiis, Rs. 500. 

The iucreaso will bo necessary in consequeiico of tlie increased 
establishment of taxidermists and the addition of shikaris to the 
Museum- 

6. Purchase cf books for Museum Library, Rs. 300. 

This is not a largo allowance considering the expense of tho 
class of books required to form a good scientific library.

II. — Each department shall bo managed by a member of the 
Committee, who will he responsiblu for its efficiency and develop- 
mont. 

III. — The scope of the departments will be as follows : — 

A, and B. The Natural History Departments shall aim at 
representing as fully as possible the fauna of the North-Western 
Provinces and Oiidh, while prominent types peculiar to other 
provinces will, if possible, bo secured by exchange. As ibo present 
specimens under this head are by no mi^ans perfect, tho services 
of shikaris and taxidermists are urgently required for this depart- 
ment. 

C. The Physical Koionco Department will aim to supplonient 
local experience by securing specimens oi the more important 
modern scientific iniprovornonts and appliances. For this depart- 
ment instructive models >viU have to be purchased gradually as the 
funds of the Museum permit, 

jL). Tho Economic Section wdll aim at representing as fully as 
possible tho useful vegetable products of India, such as grains, 
timbers, fibres, dyes, tans, mordants, drugs, and the like. It is 
believed that a full colleotion of these can bo secured at a moderate 
outlay by correspondence wdth the Government officers in charge 
of districts. In this Department also will he included models 
illustrating improvements connected with agriculture that may be 
locally instructive. 

JE. The Archaeological Section will ceimpriso spocimons illus- 
trating the history of the past, such as coins, metal inscription 
plates, characteristic sculpture or pottery, ancient uraiis and ann:>ar 
and the like. 
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IV. — As regards tlio business management the following rules 
shall bo observed : — 

(i) The Superintendent of the Museum shall make all dis- 
bursements under the orders of the President of Committee who 
shall sign all cheques. 

(ii) All new purchases over Rs. 50 must receive the previous 
sanction of the Committee. 

(iii) Any urgent purchase under Bs. 50 may be made in any 
department on the recommendation or indent of the member in 
charge of that department. 

(iv) It shall bo the duty of each member to prepare a des- 
criptive catalogue of the Department under his charge, and to 
submit to tlio Committee for consideration a list of the require- 
ments of that Department. 

V, — The Secretary shall write an annual report. 

3. The following Rules were approved of by the Committee • 
I . — Buies relating to the Managing Committee.

(i) The accounts of the previous month shall bo submitted 
by the Superintendent, and, when passed, signed by the President. 

(o) A report for the previous month shall bo submitted by 
the Supermtendent showing : (1) the additions made to the Museum 
during the mouth, (2) the work dune by the technical Museum 
Servants (taxidermists, shikaris, and carpenter), (3) the attend- 
ance of visitors during the month, and (•!) any reconilucnciutious 
for the consideration of the Committee. ' 
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{d) Letters and communications received by tlio Secretary 
shall be read and considered. 

(e) Miscollaneoiis business. 

(iii) The books to be kept by the Secretary shall be— 

(а) A. Minute Book containing tho Laws and Regulations and 
minutes of proceedings. 

(б) An official Letter I3ook containing copies of all official 
.communications (to be written by the Museum clerk). 

(iv) Tho following books shall be kept by the Museum Suporin-

II. — Rules relating to tJie Museum employis^ visitors, 

(1) The Superintendent shall attend on week days from 6 to 
10 A,M. in the hot weather, and from 11 A.u. to 3 p.m. during the 
remainder of the year. 

The clerk shall attend daily from 10 A,M. to 4 F«M. 

All other servants of the Museum shall obey the Superinten* 
dent's orders regarding their hours of attendance.

A record of the number of visitors each day shall be kept. 

(vi) The keys of all cases containing specimens shall be kept by 
the Superintendent, who shall be responsible for their safe custody.

Sir, — I have much pleasure in submitting for tho considora- 
tion of His Honor llio Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commis- 
sioner the report (in original) of j^rogress and working of flia 
Museum of the United Provinces during tho year 188-1-85. 

Tho Museum is in L\icknow and is managed by a Committee, 
of which the Commissioner of Lucknow is ex-offlcio President. 
This is tlie first year of the independent existonco of tho Museum 
as a provincial institution, and tho report now submitted is the 
first under the now rjtjwie. 

The report was received in my oflSco on tho 19tli May, but I 
wdshed to meet the Cominittco and go over the Museum myself 
before submitting the report. This I have now done. 

2. Tho Coininitteo of Management was first appointed in July, 
1883. In Juno, 1881, tho Museum was transferred to tho Lai 
Baradari. The Committee w^as strengthened by tho addition of n 
number of gentlemen, botli European and Native, as ordinary 
members and of four gentlemen as corresponding Secretaries, and 
it was decided that tho Museum should henceforth represent tho 
United Provinces. 

3. Tho Museum is divided into six sections as follows : — 

(i) Natural History (goneral). 

(ii) Ornithology (special). 

(iii) Physical Science. 

(iv) Arts. 

(v) Archeology. 

(vi) Economic Products. 

The Committee divide the labour of management among thom- 
solves, each member undertaking tho general control of a separate 
section. 
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4. In para. 4 of the report a doseription is given of the 
measures taken to furnish the Museum with a typical collection of 
the artwaro of the United Provinces, I concur in thiiiking that 
the art specimens now on view in the Museum leave something to 
be desired. They are not of that nniforinly high excellence which 
they ought to be. An attempt is now being iviado to secure, by 
the offer of prizes, the very host art work which the Provinces 
can produce for the London Exliibition, and the opportunity will bo 
taken to solecft really worthy speeiuuns for the Museum. If His 
Honor approves it might he woll, as suggested by the Deputy 
Commissioner, Lucknow, to invite all tlie competing artists of the 
Province.s to send tlieir work in Novemhor next to Lucknow, whoro 
the Judging Oominitteo might as.sein)>le(l to make the awards. 
At the same time a small exhibition of all the competing art- 
wares might be hold under the auspices td* tluj Managing Com- 
mittee of the Museum, who would at the .same time also iiiiike 
their selection. 

5. The Archaeological Section has been well managed. A 
really valuable collection has been secured. The lower chainbors 
of the Museum have been opened out and cleared and floored and 
lighted from th(3 roof: and the arch;iioh>gical specimens have been 
carefully arningcd, so as to show to the best ad vantage — Jain, 
Buddhist, and Ltrahmanical being arranged in separate apartments. 
Great pains have been taken by Dr. Fiihrer, and really the Arcluco- 
logieal Section, instead of being, as it so often i.««, gloomy and nnat- 
iractive, is quite an attractive and most instructive part of tho 
Museum. 

6. The Ornithological Section gives every promise of being a 
success : and too much importance cuimot be attached to it. Tho 
peoplo w-lio flock in crowds to the Museum arc greatly drawn to 
the birds. It is quite amusing to watcli tho interest with which 
tho visitors of ail ages and both sexes regard the stuffed birds. 
Tho new cases are now being gradually lillccl w’ith really excellent 
specimens. Mr. Reid is devoting himself to this part of the work' 
with his wonted zeal. 
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7. The Economic Section is only as yet partly organized. The 

timbers of the Provinces arc well represented : and wiili one or 
two other acquisitions wbicli boon suggested will leave noth- 

ing to bo desired. The iniploinoiit braiieli has yet to ho put upon 
a proper footing, and means are now bi*ii>g taken lor this end. 
The locality for the models has been deterniined and snob models 
as there are liavo been placed in position in the verandab, tlio 

originals being arranged in the central low cliainbers, 

8. The Farhat Baksli building has not yet been given over to 
the Museum. The urraugeineiit of the s**tnions in the Lai llara- 
dari cannot be completed until the Economic (exhibits can bo trans- 
ferred to the Farliat Ilaksli, setting free a lot of accommoilaiion 
'which is to bo pltuicd in the. Farhat llaksh tliere. Tlui herbarium, 
which is to he placed in the Farliat Bukab, is being jirepiired by tho 
Snperint.'udent of tho Sabaranpur Botanical Gardens (Mr. Duihie), 
and will, I hope, be on view before the commencement of the cold 
weather. 

9. It is most encouraging to learn how numerous the visitors 
to the Museum have been during th<* y(v.ir ; nearly nine hundred 
thonsand people visited it. Tliis i.s quite a remarkablo eircuiii- 
stauco, and proves how imporfiint it is that no moans slionld bo loft 
untried to make the institutiou an easy and [)leasant moans of 
public instruction. 

10. Dr. Fiihror assumed tho duties of Curator in February, 
and has laboured incessantly ever since. Ho has sliown much 
energy and bids fair to make tlio Museum tho success which it 
deserves to be. Mr. Pirie, the Honorary Seerotary, Mr. Ileid, 
and Mr. Constable have all taken an especial interest in tho insti- 
tution, and given much time and trouble to it. 

11. The Committee and the Curator agree with me in think- 
ing that the Art, Natural Hi.story and Economic Sections in parti- 
cular should bo gradually enlarged to admit of the exhibition of 
specimens from otlifir parts of India and of tho world. A begin- 
ning has already been made in the Ornithological branch, and it 
is proposed to extend it as soon as possible to the Economic and 
Art Sections* The Museum is likely to become more useful as a 
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means of instruction by the esliibition in it of the products and 
industries of other countries side by side with those of the Pro^ 
vinces. A widening of the scope of the Museatn of this kind 
moans more funds, and I trust that His Honor will not think any 
claims for small additional funds, which may bo made, unreason*- 
able. None will be made unless a really good case can be made 
out. The Municipalities of the XJnited Provinces have been soli- 
cited to subscribe small sums monlhly, and to nominate representa- 
tives for appointment as ordinary members of the Committee. I 
shall again (iddress His Honor on receipt of their replies.

Provincial Museum, Lucknow, for tho year 1884-8.5, 

I. As this is tho first report for which tho | resent Committoo 
of Manngemeiit are directly rospoiisihle, it is considered udvisahlo 
to prefix a brief record of tho action of tho Uonimitteo previous to 
the comnicncomont of the ofiicial year. 

In July, 1883, sanction was given to tlio formation of a Com- 
mittee of Miinageuiont for tho Luckuow Museum, composed as 
follows : — 

Dr. Whish.aw, Civil Surgeon, President. 

A. H. Pirio, Esq., Canuing College, Managing Secretary. 

II. B. Ilodorstcdt, Esq., Chief Engineer, Ondh and Rohilkhand 
Railway.

Geo. Reid, Esq., Ondh and Rohilkhand Railw'ay. 

Of the above. Dr. Whishaw and Mr. Constable wore away 
from Lucknow on leave. Dr. Cameron acted a,s President durin«r 
tho absence of Dr. Whishaw. Mr. Constable did not return to 
Lucknow tUi the beginning of 1885. After careful enquiry into 
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the state of the Museum, the Gommittco came to the conclusion 
that, ill the first place, better accommodation was required either 
by altering the building in which it was then located or by 
securing a more suitable building, and in the second place, a more 
liberal grant would bo necessary to place the exhibits in tho 
Museum on a rps])cctable scale. Tho Committee visited tho 
barracks in the Machhi IBhawan, and found that they did not afford 
suitable accommodation. They then inspected the building known 
as tho Lai Buradari, and rocommouded tho removal of the 
Museum into this edifice as being bettor adapted both by position 
and accommodation. They also proposed a budget allotment, 
amounting in all to Its. 13,000, for tho purpose of re-organ- 
izing tho Museum. They suggested that thero should bo 
five departments, vie., Natural History generally, Ornithology, 
Physical Science generally, Archaeology and Economic Products, 
and that each member of the Committee should have charge of one 
of those Departments. At tho same time they drew up a set of 
rules for tho conduct of tho Museum. Up to April, 1^<84, there- 
fore, the work of the Committee was merely suggestive. The 
appointment of the Commissonur of Liudvuow as e.v-o/ficio Presi- 
dent at the commoncoment of tho olRcdal year gave them control 
over the establishment, and thus enabled tho practical work of 
re-organization to be initiated. 

2. The Lai Baradari liaving been granted to tlie Museum, 
the work of removal began on the 28th of May. A considorablo 
accumulation of useless exhibits was disposed of by auction sale. 
In accordance with the suggestion of Govornment, a new section 
to contain a typical collection of tho artwaro of tho North West- 
ern Provinces and Oudh was constituted. The designation of the 
Museum was changed by Government, it being no longer a local 
but a Provincial institution. The Commissioner of Lucknow was 
appointed ejo-oficio President of tho Managing Committee, and tho 
following ordinary members were added to the list: —

3. His Honor Sir Alfred C. Lyall, K.O.B., Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, North-Western Provinces and Chief Commissioner of Oudh,- 
visited the Museum on the 21st of July and intimated to the Com- 
mittee of Maiiagemont that an allotment, amounting in all to 
Bs. 8,200, liad been sanctioned for the Provincial Museum for what 
then remained of the year 1884-85. The Government letter* 
notifying the sanction of this budget allotment slates that “ the 
primary object of Government in enlarging and siipportiiifr this 
Museum is the formation of a typical collection, illnstnitimr 
the arts and manufactures of the province.” At the same time 
His Honor intimated that steps wore being taken to procure the 
services of a competent Curator for the Museum. 


On the 13th of November His Honor again vi, sited the Museum 
and decided lhat the west wing of the Farliat Baksli should he 
granted as additional accomraodatioj# to the Museum. 


4. Provincial Aria and Manufactures Department . — In -iccor- 
dauce with the advice of Major Pitcher, advances, amountimr i„ a| 
to nearly Rs. 1,700, were sent to 24 District 0/Hcers, with"direc 
tions as to the specimens of Native Art and Manufacture required 
for exhibition. A small collection of articles returned from the 
Calcutta Exhibition was presented to the Provincial Museum by the 
Local Government. The result of those is that the followimr

There liavo also been |)aid for, but not yot reoeived, specimens 
of the different classes of Lucknow work and of Benares metal 
ware. The Committeo, wljile deeply ind(d)fed to thci District Offi- 
cers for their help in procuring those speenuens, ar(3 not convinced 
that the best work in all cases lias been procured. They will 
await wiih considerablo expectancy tho result of tho experiment 
instituted by the Director of Agriculture and Commerce of offer- 
ing substantial prizes for the best specimens of work in each class. 
Tho exhibits specially noteworthy in this department arc the silks 
and satins of Azaingarh, tho Kamkhwabs of Benares, tho silks and 
gold lace of Agra, tho papier macho of Mandawar and Jaunpur, 
tho muslins of Azamgarb, Chaiideri, and Tanda, the metal ware of 
Moradabad, and especially the beautiful specimen of inlaid and 
carved wood from Biilandshalir. The Coinmiiteo arc also indebted 
to tho lato Superintendent of the Lucknow Central Prison for a 
very complete collection of the carpets and dai ries manufactured 
there. 
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5. Archcmhgy . — During the year the Archaeological Deparl- 

moiit of the Museum has been enriched by the addition of four 
iiiij)ortant rolloctions of relics. from Agra was received a 

large number of sculptures, chiefly Jain ami Buddhistic, with 
four inscriptions of the 12th cimtiirv, A.D. Secondly^ the archsco- 
logieal collection in the Allahabad Public Library was placed at 
the disposal of the Provincial Museum, and most of the soiilptures 
liavc been removed to liUcknow. Ihirdly^ by the munificence of 
the Maharani of Balrampur a sum of Ks 5,000 was granted for 
the purpose of making excavations at 8ahet Mahet, the ancient 
Sravasti. These cxcavati<»ns were superintended by W. Hoey, 
Esq., G S., and the result is a valuable collection of Jain and 
Brahinanic sculptures, Buddhistic relics, and articles illustrat- 
ing ancient civilization. Lmtly^ a numi)er of very interest- 
ing relics have been collected for the Alnseum by Babu Puma 
Chandra Mukarji in Bundclkbaiul. A detailed list of the archaeo- 
logical specimens added to the Mn.soiim will ho forwarded as soon 
as the Curator has completed tlie task of classification and arrange- 
ment. Olio silver coin was presented to the Museum by tho Col- 
lector of Farukhabrid, and two silver coins by tho Secretary to 
tho Government, North-Western Provinces and Oudh. Six old 
plana of the well known public buildings in Agra were presented 
by the Municipal Board of that city. 

6. Ornithology , — The state of this de|)artment in the Luck- 
now MuiJeum was very unsatisfactory. The specimens were, as a 
rule, badly mounted, and most of them were crnmbling to decay. 
Tho cases were of many styles, each one more contemptible than 
another. As this is, perhaps, tho most attractive department to tho 
general public, the Committee decided that the first allotment for 
new cases should be entirely devoted towards placing the collection 
of birds on a respectable footing. Sixteen new cases have accord- 
ingly been constructed in the Railway Workshops under the 
sui)erinteiidence of ]\Ir. Ilederstedt, and have been set up round the 
four pillars on tho south side of tho central hall. Mr. Reid has 
been busy all through the year collecting new specimens and see- 
ing them monnted in a style likely to do credit to the Provinoial 
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Masenm. Mr. Reid has recently presented to the Miisonm his 
own very valuable collection of birds, forming an almost comjdeto 
representation of the Avifauna of the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh. Mr. Reid’s public spirited liberality and zeal enables tho 
Committee to promise a complete renovation of the Ornithological 
Department. An agreement has also been enlered upon with 
Mr, W. Davison (formerly Curator of Air, A. 0. Jliimo’s Alnseum) 
tosupj)ly a collection of tho birds of Southern India. Air, E. Oates, 
of Rritish Burma, has expressed himself most willing to further 
the prosperity of the Alnscmn, and has commenced to do so by 
presenting the Aluseum with a small collection of Burmese birds — 
50 specimens. 

7. Economic Section.’^li is proposed to locate the Economic 
Section of the Aluseum in tho cast wing of the Farliat Baksh. 
Acting upon His Honor tho Liciitcnaiit-Qoveriior’s instructions, 
Mr. Duthie, Superintendent of the Botanical Gardens, Saliaraiipur, 
has twice visited the Museum, and given valuable advice regarding 
the organization of this section. It is intended to coutaiji a select 
herbarium of tho economic plants of tho Province, together vltitli 
collections illustrating tho useful products of tlieso plants, rb., 
timbers, fibres, seeds, oils, drugs, dj^es and the like. An excellent 
set of clay models of the principal vegetables has already boon 
received from Air, Duthie. 

8. Misedlancoui Siction . — Additions have been made to tho 
Geological Section of the Atuseuin. Prom Mr. Duthie was received 
a valuable collection of fossils, illustrating tlio Paleontology of the 
Siwalik Range. A collection of minerals has also arrived from 
the. same source. Owing to want of available, space, these have 
not yet been arranged, but that work will be commenced as soon 
as the Farhat Baksh can bo occupied. 

9. Liirary.— Three contributions of books have been received 
from the Public Works Secretariat, — one from the Irrigation 
Branch, a second from the Buildings and Roads Branch, and tho 
third from the Superintending Engineer ; 44 books and pamphlets 
were received from tho Government, North-Western Provinces and 
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Oudh ; 11 volumes wore presented to the Museum by J. P. Dutbie, 
Esq. Bs. 268 has been sent to England for the purchase of books 
not yet received. 

10. Buildings, ground-floor of the Lai Baradari Las 
been conaidcrubly altered and improved, thereby afforditig a very 
sensible increase to the accommodation of the MuHeum. The 
floors have been tiled and the walls whitewashed. By opening 
out the arches and substituting glass doors, ancj, by cutting sky- 
lights in the floor of the upper rooms, sufficient light has been 
admitted to make the rooms suitable for the reception of heavy and 
massive exhibits. The wood flooring in the npper storey has been 
repaired and strengthened. All this work has been done under 
the saperiiitoiidcnco of the Secretary of the Naziil Committee. 

1 1. Cjiiraior , — The necessity of securing the services of a com- 
petent Curator for the Museum was early recognized. Dr. E. 
Hiiltzsch of Vionua gave some a.ssistanco in designating tho Agra 
Archmological specimous. In February Dr. A. Fuhror, of Wiirz- 
burg Uiiivorsily, was appointed Curator, and he joined bis appoint- 
ment to>vards tho close of the official year. The Committee believe 
that in Dr. Fiilirer’s hands the work of perfecting the Museum will 
mako rapid progress. 

12. The Museum was closed to the public from 
the 28th May to the oOth June, except for one day, owdng to tho 
removal from its old location to the Lai Baradari. The total num- 
ber of visitors during the year ending March 3ist was 8,90,653, of 
whom all but 1,947 were natives. This is an increase of 2,57,047 
over the numbers for tho previous year, although it was only 
open for cloven months. On the only open day in June (the 23rd, 
a Hindu holiday) 42,735 persons visited tho Museum, of whom 
17,801 w^ere women or girls. Tho Lai Baradari is evidently a 
more popular location than tho former building. 

13. Finances.^ThQ total receipts for tho year amounted to 
Ks. 8,246-12-0 and the expenditure to Bs. 8,236-7-6, leaving an 
unexpended balance of Bs. 10-4-6. 

Tho chief items of expenditure are Bs. 2,219-2-0 for the per- 
chase of specimens ;iud Bs. 2,030-8-6 for the purchase of new 
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coses. The sum of Rs. 657-l-Gwa8 spent on the transit of sculp* 
tures from Agra, Allahabad, and Sali(3t Mahct. 

14. EstahlishmenL — The Soperintondent (now called tho Assist- 
ant Curator) had a great deal of extra work owing to tho removal 
of the Museuiil. He also went to Allahabad and superintended the 
packing and despatch of tho Archiuological collection there. The 
head clerk has worked with much zeal and intelligence all through 
the year : he has been a great assistance to tho Managing S^icre- 
tary, who has the highest opinion of tho value of his services. The 
peons and chaprasis require rc-orgaiiiaation. It is to be hoped 
the new uniforms sanctioned in the budget will contribute some 
respectability to their appearance. The whole of the Museum 
property is safe and in good condition.

Sib, — I am directed to acknowledge tho receipt of your 
No. dated 1 7th June, 1885, with which you submit the 

report the ^progress and working of tho Provincial Museum at 
Lucknow during 1884-85. 

2. This is tho first annual report which has been submitted 
by the Committeo since the Museum was reconstituted on iU 
present basis. Up to the commencement of the period now under 
consideration, it had been a local institution of limited scope and 
no very special attractions. Under tho orders of the 2nd July, 
1884, it has been re-organizod as the Provincial Museum for the 
reception of typical collections, designed to illustrate the arts, 
manufactures, products, natural history, and arcliaiology of the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudlu It has for this purpose been 
placed under the management of a representative Committeo, with 
members and corresponding secretaries in different parts of thb 
Provinces ; and a liberal j)rovision has been made from provincial 
and nazul funds to meet the expenses of tho undertaking. A 
suitable location for tho Museum has been assigned in the Lai 
Baradariand the Farhat Baksh buildings. The former of these is 
already occupied by tho Committee, and steps will bo taken to pre- 
vent any further delay iu preparing the latter for the reception of 
exhibits. 

3. A portion of the year under report had elapsed before tho 
work of reorganizing and rearranging tho Museum in its new 
form could be commenced in earnest, but the progress made must 
be pronounced highly satisfactory. Tho selection and classification 
of existing exhibits and tho collection of now speoimons have made 
very marked advancement, and the popularity and attractiveness 
of tho Museum are sufficiently proved by tho very large increase 
in the number of visitors. Notwithstanding the interruption 
caused by the transfer from the old building to the premises now 
occupied, thf3 Museum was visited daring tho year by nearly 
900,000 persons. 
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4. You propose that the competition for prizes offered in, 
order to secure exhibits of the first quality for the London Exhibi- 
tion should bo held at Lucknow under tho auspices of the Mnseiuu 
Committee, and you suggest that the CoEumitteo might take the 
opportunity of selecting for tho Museum good snocimena of art v/aro, 
in which the present collections aro deficiout. The suggestion 
commends itself to the Lieutonaut-Glovcruor and Gliief Commis- 
sioner as a good and practical one, and yoU are requested to take 
stops in consultation with the Committee for carrying it into effect. 
Tho Lieutenant-Governor trusts that your appeal to Municipalities 
for assistance will meet with a liberal response. 

5. The Committee are to bo congratulated on having secured 
so efficient a Curator as Dr. Fllhror, who commenced his labours 
towards tho close of tho year, and has already made much progress 
with the Archasological Section. But tho brunt of the work through- 
out tho year has fallen on the Managing Committee, which includes 
Surgeon-Major Whishaw, Mr. A. 11. Birio, Mr. H. B. Hederstedt, 
Mr. A. Constable and Mr. G. Reid. Mr. Pirio has acted with much 
zeal and assiduity as Honorary Secretary, and Mr. G. Reid, 
besides the personal labour ho has devoted to tho Ornithological 
Section, has enriched it by liberal donations from his own collec- 
tions. The comnioudable assistanco rendered by Mr. Dutliio is 
also recognized iu tbe report. Sir Alfred Lyall desires to add that 
he takes groat interest in the progress and development of tho 
institution, and will always be ready to afford it aid and support.

1. Tlio niinntes of tho last meeting having been read and 
approved, were signed by tho Chairman. 

2. Tho Officiating Secretary recorded tho fact that tho Bevd. 
Alois Anton Fiihrcr, Ph. D., of Wiirzburg University, had reported 
iiis arrival in Lucknow during the forenoon of tho 30th March last 
and had at once entered upon his duties as Curator. 

The Officiating Secretary read a letter, dated tho 22nd instant, 
tvhich, to prevent any misunderstanding, had been addressed to 
Mr. M.R. Joyce, the Assistant Curator, a copy of it having at the 
same time been communicated to Dr. Fiihrer for his guidance. 

In accordance with tho instructions contained in para. 2 of tho 
letter quoted above, Mr. Joyce had, on tho 26th instant, handed 
over charge to Dr. Fiihror, who had granted liim a formal receipt 
for all tho property, &c., received by him — Recorded. 

3. Read a letter, dated tho 27tli instant, from Dr. Fiihror, 
asking for information on certain points regarding his appointiuont. 

Resolved that Government be asked to sanction the payment 
to Dr. Fiihrer of a lump sum of Rs. 250 as compensation in lieu of 
house accommodation until tho premises now .being prepared for 
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h?s Occupation are ready^ and that an agreement, in terms of the 
telegram quoted by Dr. Fiihrer, be drav^n up and submitted, 
through the Department of Agriculture and Commerce, for the 
sanction of Oovornment.

CURATOR’S REPORT FOR APRIL, 1885- 


1« I havo the honor to report that during the past month 155 
Natural History specimens have been added to the Museum. Of 
those the majority (106) were presented by G. Reid, Esq., of 
Lucknow, 48 by E. W. Oates, Esq., of Tharrawady, British Burma, 
and ono by J. Nicholls, Esq., C.iS., of Benares. (Appendix A.) 

2. Thirteen specimens havo been prepared and placed in tho 
Museum and 20 are in tho course of preparation. (Appendix B.) 

3. Tho total number of visitors during the month was 59,172, 
of whom 34,023 wrero native men, 25,024 native w'omen, 79 
European men, and 46 European wromen. The days of the greatest 
attendance were the 17tii (2,739) and the 20th (2,807). Tho daily 
average number of visitors was 1,972. (Appendix C-) 

4. Tw'o hundred and eleven volumes or parts of volumes havo 
been added to tho Library during the month, all having been pre- 
sented by the Public Works Department, North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh. (Appendix D.) 

5. The work done by the carpenters and taxidermists is detailed 
in Appendix E. 

6. The Buddhist colloction of tho Arclhuological Department 
has been arranged, lubellod, and clussilied by tho Curator during 
tho past month. 

7. In order to make the various collections of tho different 
departments intelligible to tlin very largo number of native visitors 
who visit monthly the Museum, I w'ould recommend that each 
specimen should have its native name affixed to it in addition to 
its scientific and English one. The Hindi names given in Deva- 
nagari characters will bo intelligible to the Hindus generally, and 
those given in Urdu, written in Persian characters, will meet tho 
rcquiicmonts of the Muhammadan population from all parts of 
India. I would also recommend to give tho Sanskrit names iq 
cases wboto there aro no Hindi equivalents.

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CURATOR’S REPORT FOR JUNE, 1885. 


1. Appended to this report (see Appendix A) will be found a 
detailed list of all the specimens which have been added to tlio 
Museum during the month of Juno. Six hundred and forty-one 
specimens in all have been received ; one Natural History speoimen 
only has been presented to the Muscutn collections. 

2. The most valuable acquisition of last month is a collection 
of 553 coins of the weight of 35^220 grains, ins., 29 golda=4,40S 
grains; 286 silver = 19,059 grains, and 238 copper ones= 11,753 
grains, which have been purchased from Colonel M. G. Clerk, of 
Cliunar, at the price of Hs. l,5oO. A classified and detailed cata- 
logue of this collection is in course of preparation. 

3. Eiglity-throe specimens have been prepared during tho 
month of June and deposited in tho Museum, f Appendix B.) 

4. The iiuinber of visitors amounted to 46,605, giving an 
average of 1,553 daily. (Appendix C.) 

5 Appendix D contains a list of tho books added to the Lib- 
rary in tho fiast month ; five have been purchased in India and 56 
were jiresentod. Babu P. C. Miikorji, of Lucknow', offered 49 books 
and pnmpblots. 

6. The work of the Museuin servants is shown in Appendix E. 

7. I liave much pleasure in directing the attention of the Oom- 
mittoc to the following remarks found in Major H. H. Cole’s third 
report, just published, relating to the principal ancient and archi- 
tectural buildings in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh : — 

(1) Sculptures, mostly Buddhist, in tho Museum at Muttra. 
These sculptures should bo moro accessible for inspection ; should 
be removed to tho Provincial Museum or to Calcutta. 

(2) “ Hindu Carved Stones of the Gupta period in the Fort of 
Garhwa, 25 miles south-east of Allahabad. The square pillars form- 
ing Toran gateways should be obtained from the Hsija of Bara for 
deposit in tho Provincial Museum or seui to Calcutta. 
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(3) Capital of the Indo-Scythian Period, formerly at Muttra, 
was removed by Dr. Bliaii Daji to Bombay, and is now in posses- 
sion of Ilia lieir, should bo recovered for the North-Western Pro- 
vinces Museum. 

(4) Remains of a Hindu Temple at Dildarnagar, Ghdzipur 
District. A number of carved stones and sculptiin^s might bo 
removed to the Provincial Bluscuin or sent to Calcutta.” 

I have the lionor to suggest that the necessary arrangements 
might be made for securing those specimens for tJie Arciia^ological 
Department of the Lucknow Museum. 

8- With the approval of the Committee, I propose to dispose 
of all the duplicates of carpets, wood carvings, &c., as there are 
no sufheicnt almirahs for preserving ihem.

Tho Secretary reported the arrival of glass-cases presented 
to the Museum by Mr. A. 0. Hume. 

11. Road a Memorandum dated Lucknow, 27tli instant, by 
Mr. Constable, entitled “ Proposal for tho Establishment iii Luck- 
uow of an Industrial and Art-ware Union,” and requesting tho 
Museum Committee to allow the Union the set of verandah rooms 
on the west side of tho ground floor of tho Farhat Cakhsh building. 

Resolved that tlie Museum Cominitteo allow tho “ Art-ware 
Union ” the rooms in question and agreo to help tho movement as 
much ns possible. 

12- Tho question of covering the floor of tho now Library 
room with linoleum was considered. Tho Secretary was directed 
to make arrangements, if possible, to get one piece, of the exact size 
of the room, of pattern No. 470. 

13- Resolved that a Sub-Oommitteo, consisting of Messrs. 
Constable, Reid and Pirio, draw’ up forms for printing the monthly 
minutes and reports, aud also settle the method of keoping tiio 
account books and tho transaction of business generally. 

14. Tho Curator’s Report was read. 

Resolved that, in accordanco with tho Curator’s suggestion, 
one peon and one chaukidar be added to tho establishment, and 
that, if possible, discharged native soldiers bo scoured for these 
posts.

CURATOR^S REPORT FOR JULY, 1885. 


1. Six Natural History specimens have boeu added to tho 
collection (Appendix A), and of these two were donations and four 
were purchased at n total cost of seven annas. Tho iviiscollancous 
specimens received during tho month are a stono liorso, a wing- 
shell, and a woollen rug. The details aro given in Appendix A. 

2. In Appendix B will bo found a list of six specimens which 
have been prepared by tho taxidermists and Anally deposited in 
the Museum. 

3. Tho total number of visitors to the IMuseum during the 
month amounted to 30,966 (Appendix C), giving a daily average 
of 998. 

4. The number of works added to the Library is shown in 
Appendix D. Three aro donations and six liavo been purchased, 
the latter being prwicipalJy numbers of periodicals. Of tlio 49 
volumes ofFored by Babu P. 0. Mukor ji (see report for Juno), Avo 
works have been selected for the Museum Library, r/c., (a) Tour 
through Holland, by Sir John O.arr, London, 1807 ; (b) Adventures 
during a Journey Overland to India, by Major Skinner, 2 Vols. 
London, 1836 ; (c) A Journey from Alleppo to Jernsalom at Easter, 
A.D. 1697, by II. Maundroll, Oxford, 1703 ; (cZ) Princips do la 
strategie par le Prince Charles, traduit do rAllcmaiid par lo General 
Jomini, 2 Vols., with maps, Bruxelles, 1811; (<?) Napoleon’s Wars, 
by General Jomini, atlas and descriptive text, 2 folios, Paris, 
1823. 

5. The work performed by the taxidermists and carpenters 
is shown in Appendix E. 

6. Chaukiddr Ohheda died suddenly on tho morning of tlio 
1st July whilst on duty, whether of cholera or snake-bite could 
not bo ascertained. 

7. With tho approval of tho Committco 1 would recommend 
the appointment of a peon for tho Archaeological Department in 
the south wing of tho Museum and of a chaukidur in tho Farhat 
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Bakh;sh) as the present staff of the Museum servants is quite in- 
sufficient for doing all the duties required. 

8. The stone horse which has been brought from the jungle 
close to Ehairigarh is, though of rude workmanship, a very in- 
teresting acquisition on account of the historical value of its in- 
scription. The legend, written on the right side of the neck in 
Gupta characters of the fourth century, runs, as far as not defaced, 
thus : — ^Mdaguttassa deyyadhamma.’^ Most probably the two syl- 
lables sa and mu are hero missings so that the complete legend 
would have been : Samuddaguttassa deyyadbamtna,” which stands 
for Sanscrit: Sainudraguptasya doyj’'adharmah, '‘a meritorious gift 
of Samudragupte'u’’ A close comparison of the horse on some 
coins of Samudragupta, with the Khairigarh one shows clearly 
that both are very similar in type and general outline. As Samudra- 
gnpta calls himself on these coins As’vamedhasya PaiAkramah, 
the hero of the horse sacrifice,*^ it is clear that our horse is meant 
to be a substitute for a re<al, but costly, horse sacrifice. The orna- 
mental decorations on its back correspond exactly to the rules 
of the Vedic ritual given in the ViijasanfeytsamhitA, chapter 
XXIIl., 5-7. If the defaced portion has to be restored, samuddba- 
guttassa-sanuidraguptasya, the horse would date from the end of 
the fourth century, as Samudragupta’s reign extended from 380 — 
395 A.D.

1. On motion Dr. Whishaw took the chair. 

2. Tho minutes of the last meeting were read, approved, and 
signed by the Chairman. 

3. The Secretary reported that Dr. Fiihrer had been appointed 
Assistant ArchiGological Surveyor, North-Western Provinces and 
Oudh and Central India Agency Circle, but that he would continue 
to act as Curator, in addition to his survey duties, until the termina- 
tion of his three years’ engagement with the Provincial Museum, 
and that tlie Musciinv would contribute Rs. 150 per mensem to- 
wards his salary. It therefore became a matter for consideration 
as"'to who should hold charge of tho Museum during Dr. Fiihrer’a 
absence from Lucknow on tour. After discussion, tho following 
resolutions were passed ; — 

Rksoi.ution (1) : — That tho services of Mr. Joyce, the present 
As- istant Curator, be dispensed with from 1st November, 1885, 
and that ho receive one month’s salary in lien of notice. 

Resolution (2) : — That an endeavour be made to secure the 
services of an efficient Assistant Curator on a salary of Rs. 150 
per mensem. 

4. The Secretary reported that Messrs. Sj^kes and Co., Cal- 
cutta, otFered to supply an iron safe for Rs. 1,250. It was 

Resolved that, provided no safe could be procured locally at 
a reasonable figure, the receptacle in the wall be furnished with 
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an iron door and patent iock^ the Executive Kugiiiocr being asked 
to do the work. 

5. Resolution: — The Secretary was directed to write to Mr. 
Ridley, asking him to become a member of tho Managing Com- 
milteo in charge of the Economic S(?ction, including Botany. 
Linutenant-Coloiicl Pitcher stated that wliile his IVeqnout absences 
from Lucknow’ prevented his accepting definite charge of any 
department, lie would be always ready to assist in the Art section. 

6. The Secretary reported a donation of Rs. 300 from the 
Rtija of Nanpara. 

7. Resolution : -The following Siib-Conimitteewas appointed 
to frame the Budget Estimate for next year : — Lioufcenaut-Colonol 
Pitcher, Mr. Constable, tho Curator, and tho Secretary. 

8 - The question of servaiils’ out-housos was taken up and it 

was 

Resolved, that a strong roprosontatlon bo made to Govern- 
ment, urging the construction of a block of out-ofliccs in tho 
vicinity of the Musouin. 

9 . Mr. Constable stated that during a recent visit to Benares 
he had, with the kind pennission of Dr. Thibaut, examined tho 
Arabic, Persian and llindustiini portion of tho .Bcnan‘3 College 
Library, and that ho had found tliero a numl>er of Persian and 
other manuscripts bearing the Library .seals, in red, of 11. .M. Gliijzi- 
ud-din Haidar and some of his successors. Dr. Thibiuit had 
informed him that the works in question were of no use to tho 
College, and that he believed there would bo no difliculty in h,iving 
thorn returned to Lucknow for tho Provincial Museum Lil>rary, 
on a suitable formal rcqirosontatiou being submitted. Mr. Cons- 
table proposed that these books and manuscripts be applied for, as 
a step towards the uitiinato forinaiiiui of as complete a col lection 
as possible of the works belonging to the once lainoiis Royal Li- 
brary of Lucknow. Ho also trusted that the Mnseuin might soma 
day bo permitted to contribute towards the printing of tho remain- 
ing volumes (still in manuscript) of Dr. A. Sprenger’s, Catalogue 
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of the Royal Library in LuchiotOj the first volume of which, con- 
taining a bibliography of the Persian and Hindustani poetry, had 
been printed at Calcutta in 1854. 

Resolved that official application bo made by the Secretary 
to Dr. Thibaut for tho transfer to the Lucknow Provincial Museum 
Library of tho books and manuscripts referred to in Mr. Consta- 
ble’s memorandum. 

10. Mr. Constable reported that in 1878 he had found in the 
premises of Mr. C. A. Martin^ Sculptor, Lucknow, a partly finished 
marble tablet in memory of the native ofiicers and men of tho 
late 13th N. 1. {Garud-ka’-Paltan) who had fallen during tho siege, 
in defence of their post at tho Baillie Guard Gate. The tablet had 
been ordered, some years previous, by Colonel R. IT. M. Aitkon, 
V.C., B.S.G., on behalf of himself and a few other surviving Euro- 
pean officers of tho regiment, but had not been completed when 
that officer left India, in 1873. Mr. Martin now placed tho tablet 
in question, free of p.ast cost, at the disposal of tho Museum Com- 
luittee, uieroly expressing a ho [)0 that the Memorial might bo erected 
in the Baillie Guard Post of tlie Residency, in accordance with 
Colonel Aitken’s original design. Mr. Constable |>ropoaed that, 
seeing this was tho first memorial of tho kiinl intended to mark the 
appreciation felt by British officers of the gallant conduct of their 
Indian fellow-soldiers during tho ever-meinorable siege, tho tablet 
bo finished at tho expense of tho Museum, and that application be 
made to Government for permission to erect, it in the jdaco origin- 
ally selected for it by Colonel Aitkon. 

Resolved that Mr. Constable’s suggestion bo approved of, and 
that Rs. 150 be sanctioned for tho purpose of completing and 
erecting the memoriaL 

11. Mr. Constable proposed that application bo made in the 
proper quarter for permission to call the north room and the 
small ante-room, on tho first floor of the Farhat Bakhsh » The 
King s Library,” in memory of Ghazi-ud-din Haidar, first King 
of Oudh, who had done so much for the encouragement of learning 
in India, and who was wont to entertain distinguished foreign guests 
in these very rooms. The work of restoring tho rooms wras now 
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nearly finished, and it was intended for the rocoption of a choice 
collection of Oriental and other books, manuscripts, and such like 
records, of historical interest. 

TIesolved, after discussion, that porniission bo asked to naino 
the two rooms and collection King Ghazi-ud'din Haidar’s 
Library.” 

12. The Committee considered a proposal of Mr. Constable to 
fill in tho Ty khan as of the Farhat Baklisb with earth, as the beams 
were in an unsound condition. 

Resolved tliat Mr. Constable’s proposal bo agreed to, provide<l 
(1) an examination prove llio work lo be necessary, and (’1) i\\e 
sale of old material defray tho cost. 

13. Mr. Constable reported that the Guide to the Rt^sldrnrj/ 
Model was out of print, and he proposed that as it was constantly 
being asked for, the Museum should bring out a ncv.- ciiiiion. 

ResoTjVED that 2,000 copies of tho guide bo printed out 
of Museum Funds and that tliey be sold at a projiortionale cost, 
Mr. Constable agreeing to siijierintcnd tho printing. 

14. Mr. Reid and other members having reported mat tho 
servants were in tho habit of accepting money gratuities from 
visitors, it was resolved as follows : — 

Resolution : — That any servant found accepting a gratuity 
bo summarily dismissed by tho Curator. The Secretary was 
directed to see that this resolution was duly notified to both visitors 
and servants. 

15. The Secretary reported that Major-General Dillon, C.B., 
C.8.I., had been appointed an Ordinary SIcmbcr of Comuiitteo. 

16. On the proposal of Lieutenant-Colonel Pitcher, it was 
agreed to ask that Mr. Joseph Sclnihinaclier bo ojjpoiutcda Moiuber 
of Committee, to have charge of tho Geological .section.

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CURATOR*S REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER, 1885. 


1. 1 HAVE the honor to report that during tho past month 

382 Natural History specimens have been added to the Museum. 
Of these 176 are birds of Southern India, purchased from Mr. W* 
Davidson of Ootacamund. (Appendix A.) 

2- Seven specimens Iiavo been prepared and placed in the 
Museum. (Appendix B.) 

3- The total number of visitors during tho month was 18,376, 
of whom 10,841 were native men, 7,175 native women, 254 Euro- 
pean men, and 106 Kuropeau women ; tho daily average of visitors 
being 616. (Appendix C.) 

4. Eighty additions liave been made to tho Library, of which 
17 were presentations. (Appendix D.) 

6. The work done by the taxidermists and carpenters is shown 
in Appendix E. 

6. An interesting accession to tho Ethnological Department 
of tho Museum are 25 casts of different race types, presented by 
the Principal of tho Thomason Civil Engineering Collogo, lioorkee. 
Mr. A. Constable, tracing the history of these casts, reports as fol- 
lows:— “ The casts arc part of a collection of 275 facial casts, and 
“ 38 casts of hands and feet, all from life, made by tho Brothers 

Schlagintweii and published in copper, in 1855), by J. A. Barth 
“ of Leipzig, at Thalers 2,348, or £350-4-0, for the set, wliich was 
“ dedicated by permission to Queen Victoria. The casts received 
‘‘ from Roorkoo are, therefore, quite incomplete, and I observe that 
** several of them are more or less damaged.” 

7. In order to clear the ground-floor of the Museum, I would 
recommend the erecting of a thatched or tiled shed in tho garden 
opposite the south-west of tho Museum for sheltering the taxider- 
mists, carpenters, and stores of the Museum

1. The procoedings of previous meetings from 18th December 
to 18tli March were read and approved. 

2. With reference to Resolution 6 of Bleoting No. 11 of 
1885“8n, regarding the construction of a second line of pillar cases 
for the Art section, the Committee remarked that the glass used 
in the cases already supplied by the Oudh and Hohilkhand llailway 
Company was of an inferior kind, which did not admit of a proper 
display of the birds placed in them.

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Mr. Constable reported that at a meeting held at the Residency 
on the 19th November last, Sir Alfred Lyall, General Dillon, and 
others being present, the erection of the tablet in the position 
originally intended for it by Colonel Aitkon was agreed upon, and 
that the necessary work had been duly carried out. 

On the 6th December following the tablet was duly unveiled by 
the late General T. F. Wilson, C.B., O.I.E., B.S.C., Military and 
Marine Member of Council, in the presence of Lady Dufforin and 
party, and it appeared from several private letters subsequently 
received from General Wilson, that ho had been much gratified by 
the erection of the tablet, as the 13th, Native Infantry was his old 
regiment, and he himself, as was well known to all, had borne no 
inconsiderable part of the defence of the Residency. 

A photograph of the Memorial Tablet and two general views of 
the Baillio Guard Post, showing the tablet, bad been taken, copies of 
which have been, or would bo, presented to certain of those who 
were interested in the Memorial, and a set deposited in the Provin- 
cial Museum, and it was suggested that the future custody of the 
tablet be made over to the Officer in charge of the Residency 
generally* 

Resolved that the cost of tho above photographs, amounting 
to Rs. 96-8-0, be charged to the Museum Library, aud that any 
spare copies of the photographs, available after presontatiou to 
interested parties, be sold for the benefit of the Museum. Also that 
the cost of certain potty work in connection with the removal of 
temporary pillars in the Baillie Guard Post verandah, amounting 
to Rs. 27-10-8, bo paid. 

4. Read again Resolution No. 11 of Meeting No* 7 of 1885-86* 

Mr. Constable reported that Mr. Quinn, late President of this 
Committee, duly brought the matter of King Ghazi-ud-din Haidar’s 
Library to the notice of Sir Alfred Lyall, who was pleased to 
sanction the two rooms referred to being called by the name 
proposedt 

The work of restoring the two rooms was quite finished, and 
Mr. Oonstable begged to apply for sanction to the construction of 
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a snitable ease far the reception of coins, medals, &c., relating 
more especially to King Qhazi-nd-din Haidar, the making of a 
copper medallion, of Lncknow work, of the King’s coat-of-arms,.^to 
bo placed on the screen in the larger room, and to the payniont of 
Ba. 56 for a table already made. 

Besolted that Rs. 56, the coat of the table, be passed, and 
that Mr. Constable be asked to farnish estimates for the other 
items of expenditure. 

5. Read again Resolution No. 14 of Meeting No. 6 of 1885-86, 
sanctioning the restoration of the' coloured piaster work in th(? two 
south rooms of the Farhat Bnkhsh. 

Mr, Constable reported that a sum of Rs. 214-15-6 had been 
already spent in restoring these rooms, and nskod for sanction to 
the continuance of the work in the largo south room* 

Resolved that the expenditure already incurred, aggregating 
Rs. 214-15-6, be met from ibe budget of tho ensuing year

Sir, — I have tho honor to submit, for tho information of His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commissioner, tho 
report of the Lucknow Proviuoial Museum Committee for tho year 
ending 31st March, 1886* 

2. Management , — Incidental to tho transfer of oflicers, tho 
Committoo has undergone some changes during tho year, and has, 
througli an unfortunate accident, been deprived for some months 
of tho valuable services of Mr. Pirio as Honorary Secretary. Dr. 
Fiihror, tho Curator, has kindly undertaken the duties for tho pre- 
sent, It has been found, however, in view of the largo funds now 
to bo administered, advisable to appoint an Assistant Curator 
capable of conducting tho accounts and of discharging tho current 
duties of the Curator or of tho Honorary Secretary when those 
gentlemen are perforce absent. The Committee has, with great 
regret, to record the loss of a valuable colleague in the late General 
Douglas, B.A., whose place has not yet boon filled. 

3. Collecttons.-^As detailed in the report, it is submitted that 
in every section except Ethnology most satisfactory progress has 
been made, in additions, in classification, in cataloguing, and in 
general arrangement. 
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The large number of additionSi amounting to 6^065, chie^ by 
donation and exclusive of the library, is a matter for congratula- 
tion. The occasion of the Lucknow Exhibition afforded a good 
opportunity which was availed of for procuring fresh art-ware 
specimens, and the views of Qovernmont in regard to this section 
are being borne in mind. 

Ethnology is referred to as an exception, as the hopes that were 
raised of receiving from Calcutta a complete duplicate set of the 
ethnological types prepared for the Indian and Colonial Exhibitions 
have not yet been realized. Six hundred and thirteen works were 
added to the Library, of which 402 w^ere presented, but the Library 
is not yet accessible to students, as arranging and cataloguing is 
fitill in progress. 

4 . The largo number of visitors, verging on half a million, 
sufficiently attest the ap|)reciation by the native public of this 
popular institution and of the Committee’s labours. On such a 
day as that described when tlio numbers reached upwards of 
52,600, or but little loss than half the numbers present on the open- 
ing day of the Indian and Colonial Exhibition, the powers of the 
establishment are very heavily tried, and those who saw the surg- 
ing sea of people passing through in an unabating stream all day 
long in wondering enjoyment cannot but have felt that the renais- 
sance of the Museum was a measure of sterling good. 

5. Finance. — The total expenditure balanced receipts, or 
Bs. 18,097-3-0. The figures call for no remarks. 

6. Appendices B, C and E contain the lists of donors, to each 
of whom, to the individual members of the Committee, and to 
Messrs. Firie and Fiihrer, the thanks of Government are justly 
due. 

7. As no order has yet deen received to print the Committee’s 
annual report, it is submitted in manuscript, but its publication 
and distribution by this Department on the same scale and list as 
that of the Agricultural Department’s own annual report is ven- 
tured as a suggestion.

Sib, — I have the honor to submit the following report on 
the administration of the Provincial Alnscum, Lucknow, during the 
twelve months ending on the 31st March, 1880, for (ho informa- 
tion of His Honor tho Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western 
Provinces and Chief Commissioner of Oudh. 

1. Committee of management , — Tho constitution of the Manag- 
ing Committee has remained the same as at tho close of the pre- 
vious year, with two exceptions: Major-General Dillon, C.B., and 
Mr. H. S. Boys, O.S., w^ere appointed members of the Managing 
Committee in October, 1885, and January, 1886, respectively. 
On tho departure of Mr. J. Quinn, O.S., for one yearns leave in 
the beginning of March last, the ex-ofido Presidentship w’^as held 
by Mr. H. 8. Boys, U.S., Deputy Commissioner of Lucknow, and 
this gentleman was succeeded by Mr. A. H. Ilarington, C.S., on 
his taking charge as Commissioner of Lucknow. Tho vacancy 
created by the departure of Dr. J. C. Whishaw, in March last, has 
remained unfilled at the close of the year. 

Mr. A. Constable acted as Secretary during Mr. A. H. Pirio’s 
absence at the hills in May and June, 1885. From January, 1886, 
till the close of the year under review, the Curator and Assistant 
Curator alfcrnately were in current charge of the Secretary’s 
duties during Mr. A. H. Pirio’s illness, caused by an accident. 

Meetings have been called regularly on tho last Friday of every 
month ; in February, 1886, no meeting was held, the attendance 
being insufficient to form a quorum. A special meeting was held 
on the 14th August, 1885, for the purpose of considering a pro- 
posal to hold an exhibition of arts and industries at Lucknow ; 
another emergent meeting was called for tho 13th March, 1886, 
for the transaction of some urgent business in counection with the 
accounts of the official year. 
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2. Ordinary metniert and earrcsponiing seeretariet.^'Sio addi- 
tions have been made during the year to the list of ordinary mem- 
bers and corresponding secretaries. The Committee, however 
desire to'place on record the deep^ regret they feel for the loss of 
a valued and active member in the person of the late General 
Charles Douglas, B.A, His keen interest in all that related to 
science, and his sympathy with those who were engaged in its 
advancomout, prompted him to take a very active part in admin- 
istering the affairs of the Museum, while his scientific experience 
and sound knowledge and judgment were on many occasions of 
the highest value to his colleagues, and at all times freely and 
cordially at their command. 

3. Curator and Asshtant Curator. — Doctor A. Filbrer held 
charge of the Curatorahip up to the 13th February, 1886, when 
he went on tour in his capacity as Assistant Archaeological Sur- 
veyor, North-Western Provinces and Oadh Circle. Tlio services 
of Mr. M. R. Joyce, Assistant Curator, Jiaving been dispensed 
with from the 1st Novombor, 1885, Babu Gangadhar Ganguli, of 
the Agricultural Department, was appointed by the Oommitteo to 
officiate as Assistant Curator for throe months, commencing with 
the 1st February, 1886. Doctor Fuhrer re-assumed his duties as 
Curator on the 1st April, 1886. 

4. Estahliihment . — No changes in the office and subordinate 
establishment have taken place during tho past year. One of the 
taxidermists was employed since October last as collector in the 
Kumaun district, and has since returned twice with a good series 
of specimens. Tho Committee found it necessary in October last 
to adopt stringent measures for cheeking the practice of tho chap- 
rasis levying fees on native visitors to tho Museum. The practice 
is one which it is very difficult to eradicate, being fostered by the 
igorance of those on whom tho impost is levied, not less than by 
the cupidity of those who levy it. On all occasions that may 
come to tho knowledge of tho Museum officers, servants thus 
offending will be summarily dismissed by tho Curator, with for- 
feiture of pay. One chaprasi, whilst on duty as chaukidar, died 
suddenly in the early morning of the 1st July of snake-bite. 
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A nominal roll of tlio officers and servants in the employ of the 
Committee is given in Appendix A. 

5. JlIus€um.^^The appendices to the Curator’s monthly reportSj 
shortly to be published, show that large additions have been made 
to the collections, chiefly by donation. A numerical summary of 
the objects presented, together with a list of donors, is given in Ap- 
pendix 13, and a classified summary of all .additions to the Museum 
is given below. Among the more important donations may bo 
mentioned a valuable series of birds, chiefly from the North-West- 
ern Provinces and Oudli, received from Mr. George Koid; 
a fine bear-head from Mr. Q. J. Nicholls, O.S.; a leopard, from 
Bfija Jang Bahadur Khan of Nanpara 5 a collection of Buddhist 
relics, a set of stone implements, flint chips and cores, a collection 
of 32 specimens representing the products of poppy {papavei^ som- 
niferum) as prepared in the Ghdzipur Opium Factory, from Mr. 
J. H. Eivett-Carnac, O.S , C.I.E.; a good collection of Brahmini- 
cal, Buddhist, and Jain statues from Mr. A. Constable ; and 30 
glass cases for the Ornithological section from Mr. A. O. Hume.

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Of these, 1,108 were obtained by purchase, 466 by the Mvyseam 
collector, and 4,491 by donation. Appendix B is a nominal list 
of the donors, with an abstract of their respectiro donations to the 
Mnseum. 

Ni^al hiftoty.— The collootion of mammals is still very poor ; 
whilst the oolleetiou of birds is, at;cordin;f to Mr. A. 0. Hume’s 
(the well-known ornithologist) opinion “ the best in India after 
that of the Indian Musonm.” The collection of reptiles and 
insects are fairly reprosontod. A classified catalogue of the birds 
has been prepared by Mr, G. Reid, and will shortly be issued from 
the press. Catalogues of the mammals, reptiles and insects will 
be prepared during the course of this year. 

Six hundred and thirty-eight specimens have been mounted 
and prepared for exhibition in the taxidermist’s department. Lists 
of these are given from month to month in the appendices to the 
Garator’s reports. 

Arts and induttruif.— Some valuable additions to the indigen- 
ous arts collection have been obtained by purchase through the 
exertions of Government officers. Thus nearly all the arts and 
industries of the TTnited Provinces are well represented in the 
Museum, A catalogue of this collection is in course of prepara- 
lion by the Assistant Curator. 

Ethnology,— krx interesting accession to the Ethnological depart- 
ment of the Museum are twenty-five facial casts of the different 
race types, all from life, made by the Brothers Sohlagintweit and 
presented by the Principal, Thomason Civil Engineering CoUeee 
Bnrki. ® '

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NnmmnalicB , — The moat valuable acquis itioti of the wliolo year 
is a collection of 1,369 coins, m., gold 70, silver 493, copper 559, 
and lead 247. llieso, besides the old Miiscmn collection of 434 
coins, vis., silver 146, copper 289, represent nearly all classes 
of old and modern Inditiu coinage. A list of donors is in 

Appendix 0. A detailed and classified catalogue of this collection 
is in coarse of preparation by the Curator, and will shortly bo 
ready for the press. 

Paleontology y Mineralogy and Geology , — Those sections contain 
many valuable specimens, chiefly from the Siwalik hills, but have 
not been arranged till lately, owing to the very restricted space 
for exhibition. Catalogues will bo prepared in due course of time. 

Economic^ Agricultural and Forestal sections ^ — It will bo observed 
that the Museum is especially indebted to the Superintendent, 
Botanical Gardens, Sahdranpur, to Mr. J. II. Rivett-Carnac, C. S,, 
C.I.E., to the Director of Agriculture and Commerce, North-West- 
ern Provinces and Ondh, and to the Deputy Conservators of 
Forests, Naiui Tal and Delira Dun, as donors of valuable materials 
for these sections. The Committee would express a hope that, at 
no distant date, the Curator may have an opportunity of arranging 
and cataloguing these sections. 

Miscellaneous . — The specimens thus classed are few in number; 
they consist of fresh- water shells, the bark of a tree (bhojpattra), 
glass cases, &o. 

Visitors. — The number of visitors in each month of the year is 
given in Appendix D. The total number during the year was 
443,122, of whom 256,337 were native men, 176,200 native women, 
6,536 European men, and 6,049 European women ; the daily aver- 
age of visitors to the Museum being 1,214. The largest atten- 
dance, 52,644 visitors, was on the 22ud November, a Hindu holi- 
day (Gangasnana). Inhere seems no reason to doubt that the in- 
creased popularity of the Museum, shown by the number of visitors, 
is in a great measure real and permanent, notwithstanding the 
disadvantages of restricted space under which the collections are 
exhibited to the public. 
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G* lAhrari /, — Six hundred ftnd thirtoen worts and periodicals 
have been added lo the Library during the year, I'ncliidin" a ;^ood[ 
number of costly standard works ; of thoso 211 were purchased 
and 402 presented. A list, of donors is given in Appendix E. Tho 
purchases have been made by Ivli\ A. Constable, in whom tho 
special cliarge of tho Library is vested. Tlui Library is not yot 
accessible to students, as the work of arranging and cataloguing 
the books and periodicals has not been finished- 

7. Finance . — During tho yora* ending 31st Marcli, 138G, tho 
gross total expenditure for tiie Museum has boon Ks. 18,097-8-0, 
To meet the expenditure of the year the Committee had at their 
disposal Us. 18,097-8-0, as is shown by tho statement, Appendix P. 
Tho items, as sanctioned in tho budget estimates, liavo been ex- 
ceeded in throe instances. These are in tho eases of books, con- 
tingent charges and materials for presorx ing specimci>s, the actual 
cost of which it is practically impossible to make exactly cor- 
respond with tho grant, Tho whole total of such excess is 
Es. 2,287-0-5, wdiilo, on tho other hand, there has been a feaving 
on other items of Its. 2,701-1-10.

Sir, — I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
No. 265Gr, dated 10th Juno, with which ia siibiiutted the aniiuai 
report on the administration of tho Provincial Museum, Lucknow, 
during 1885*86. 

2. Tho report shows that considerable progress has been mado 
in classifying and arranging the various collections, ainl in enlarg- 
ing them by the addition of now specimens. Largo mmibors of 
objects have boon received as donations and many more have been 
piirchaseil. The attendance of visitors, tlicngh largo, amounting 
to nearly half a million, is considoral)ly below that recerdtjd in tho 
previous year (900,000), but tlie iiiimlxTs amply testify that tho 
Museum is very popular and* nuudi frequented. 

3. It affords tho Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Commis- 
sioner much pleasure to acknowledge the services rendered during 
the year by Messrs, Pirie, Reid and Constable, tho Managing Com- 
mittee, tlie Curator, and the gentlemen named in Appendices B, 0 
and E of the report, who have not only aided tho Museum by their 
donations, but have also taken a general interest in promoting its 
welfare. The Provinces are much indebteid to them for their pub- 
lic-spirited and valuable co-operation in tfeo endeavours made to 
place the Museum upon a more satisfoetory footing and gradually 
to develope its range of collection and research. 

4. In conclusion, I am to say that the Lieutenant-Governor 
and Chief Commissioner approves the suggestion in tho 7th para* 
graph of your letter, that tho annual report of tho Museum should 
bo printed in tho same way as the other reports and publications 
issued by the Agricultural Department ; but he thinks that its 
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distribution should bo restricted to a select number of . persons or 
public bodies, and need not be on the scale adopted for the a^ri* 
cultural reports, wliicii have a different scope and object, and there- 
fore a different range of circulation.

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MEMORANDUM. 

Thbi proposal which I now mako for the estabiishmont of a 
periodical publication in connection with the Provincial MuscutU 
and Library arises from a want which I have myself felt, and which 
1 have fonnd others express. 

The demands of official duty leave but little opportunity to district 
officers for that close study which is iiidispensablo to the archceolo- 
gist, but it is pre-eminently the district officer who has the oppor-* 
tlinity for making those observations and collections which are 
essential as material on which the archeologist can labour. Many 
of ns can bo feeders of tho archroologist, but it is only rarely 
that wo can be archreologists. The Government of India haa 
recognized this in creating an Archccological Department, but I am 
of opinion that it is an error to think that any work of solid value 
can be done unless the co-operaiion of district officials be secured^ 
The members of the service to which I have tho honor to belong 
have been trained to the study of history and languages ; tho Mili- 
tary Department has given us some of tho most eminent archa'.olo- 
gists India has seen ; engineers and medical men have not beeit 
wanting whose aid has been a gain to tho cause of Indian research* 
All have their legitimate occupations, and though they frequently 
observe and make notes, they seldom write for learned societies. 
There is naturally the consciousness that speculations may be cruder 
and they have not at hand the aids necessary for tho digestion of 
the matter they accumulate. What I propose is the creation of u 
fticdium for the collection of notes which will serve as a pabulum 
for the Archtfeological Department, and also for tho suggestion of 
matters by that Department for observation by district officers. 16 
Will be a repertoire of legends, traditions and local histories, and 
of notes on clans, castes, and tribes, and of observations on ancient 
sites and remains and inscriptions likely to prove of historical 
interest. It will contain notices of places which are to bo looked 
for and of inquiries to be made. It will also afford scope for notes 
as to books and manuscripts and oriental bibliography generally. 

But beyond this there Is a broad field of not less importance) 
tliottgh possibly more utilitarian. are seeking to trace tbe 
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remnants of art manufactures where they still survive, and to 
encourage art, industries, and trades. 

In this publication will bo found a field for recording observa- 
tions on thoso matters, and oQicers of tho AizricuUure and Coni- 
merce Department will bo able to comniunicate through this 
metiium to tho public, infonnatian not oommuniojible through 
departmoutnl circulars, and will receive in return notices of matters 
of the same class which are of interest to that l.)cj)!irtment. 

I am not sure that Natural History and Physical Science should 
not have a place, but that is beyond my personal scope. 

We have a Museum in tliis Province and an archaeologist 
residing in connection with it. We have a Doj)artnient of Agri- 
ciiltaro and Commerce for the conservation and promotion of arts 
and industries. 

It is my proposal that ive should have a periodical puI)licatioD, 
which would cover the ground of all departments of tho Museum 
and Library, and deal with oriental bibliography ; ivith history, 
traditional, legendary, and written; with arelutrology and tho art 
of the past ; with modern aims and the art of the preaent ; with all 
that tends to foster in the art industries of to-day the continuance 
and preservation of correct oriental stylo and feeling. 

We must not attempt too much by endeavouring to have a fre- 
quently recurring jjublication. 1 have consulteil Mr, Growsc, and 
he is with me of opinion tliat at present twice a year would suffice. 
There are two periods in one oflicial year and in our opportunities ; 
the nomadic period of cold weather tours for observation, and the 
perio{l of stationary life in the hot woiith(*r and rains. One publica- 
tion to cover each would bo ample. Thus we should have the first 
number appear on the 1st May, the second on tlie 1st November* 
1 should name the periodical Muceltanea [ndiea,^

1. Dobing the month of March tho Musoum received 421 
Natural Hiatory specimens, 19 Agricultural Implements, a collec- 
tion of Economic Products, comprising 914 samples, two boxes of 
Herbarium speciuiens, and 10 gold coins of the time of Emperor 
Akbar (Appendix A.). 

2. Eighty-throe Natural History specimens were prepared and 
placed in the Museum (Appendix B.). 

3. The total number of visitors during the month was 22,001 , 
of whom 283 were European men and 209 ISuropean women, and 
15,542 native men and 5,967 native women, tho daily average of 
visitors being 710 (Appendix 0.).

1. One hundred and eighty-seven Natural History specimens 
have been added to the collection (Appendix A) , and of these 1 10 were 
donations and 77 were purchased. The iniscolLiueous .specimens 
received during the month are 21 instruments for catching fishes 
and birds, a steel inlaid gun and a steel inlaid walking stick, 11 
objects of archa3ologiciil interest from tlio different masjids of 
Jauupur, 6 copper coins, and 11 impressions of Gupla gold coins. 
The details are given in Appendix A. 

2. In Appendix B will bo found a list of 67 spocimons, which 
have been prepared hy the two taxidermists and deposited in the 
Museum (Appendix B). 

3. The total number of visitors to the Miisouiii during the 
month was 21,431, of whom 15,113 wero nativo men, 5,993 
liativo women, 196 European men and 129 European women, the 
daily average of visitors being 714 (Appendix C).

1. One hundred and four Natural History spocimens have been 
added to the collection during the past month : of these two were 
donations and the rest purchased. The miscellaneous specimens 
received are 500 geological specimens from different parts of 
Europe; 24 objects of archaeological interest from Sahet Mahct; 
16 silver coins of the Moghul Emperors of Delhi, three copper 
coins of the Pathan Sidtans of Delhi and one copper coin of 
the Indo-Scythian king Kanerki ; 27 art exhibits from Hamirpur. 
The details are given in Appendix A.

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CURATOR’S REPORT FOR JULY, 1886 . 


1. Forty-eight Natural History specimens have been added to 
the collection during the past month, of these 5) were purchased 
and 39 colloetcd by the Museuin Collectors in the Kumaun district. 
The miscellaneous specimens received are : — Two silver coins of the 
Varaha Dynast}' of Vijayanagara, an old field cannon, one inlaid 
doorway and a shamiana (Appendix A). 

2. Four mammals and 9 birds have been prepared and mounted 
by the taxidermists and placed in the Museum (Appendix B). 

3. The total number of visitors to the Museum during the 
month was 23,5^4, of whom 17,133 were native men and 5,924 
native women, and 287 European men and 220 European women, 
the daily average of visitors being 760 (Appendix 0). 

4. Forty- five additions have been made to the Library, of which 
37 woro presentations and 8 purchased, being periodicals with 
three exceptions (Appendix D). 

5. The work done by the taxidermists and carpenters is shown 
in Appendix E.

Davison, Esq., who had employed liim frequently on the above 
salary.

20 per mensem, and that this salary bo for the present year 
paid out of tho savings from shikaris’ wages. 

9 . Tho Secretary laid before tho meeting a corrospondonee 
between himself and tho Curator, arising from Dr. Fuhrer’a 
proposal to grant bonuses to two chaprasis who were dismissed 
after several years’ service in tho Museum.

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CURATOR’S REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER, 1886. 


1. Sixty-six Natural History specimens liiivo been adJeJ to 
the collection during the past month ; of these niiietoen wore pre- 
sented and the remainder purchased. Tiio misoellaneous articles 
received are five Thibetan silver coins and one Burmese copper 
coin, fifty-one articles from Thibet, a collection of Sawansa beads, 
one silver misridan from Ilainirpur, and six articles from Puria- 
wan in the Partabgarh District (Appendix A). 

2. Forty-eight birds, 8 eggs, 8 skins and 3 horns have been 
prepared by the taxidermists and placed in the Museum (Appon^ 
dix B). 

3. The total number of visitors to the Museum during the 
month was 24,809, of whom 16,795 were native men and 7,503 
native women, 314 European men and 197 European women, tho 
daily average of visitors being 827 (Appendix C). 

4. Seventy-five additions havo been made to tho Library, of 
w^hich seven were purchased, the rest presented, A valuable acces- 
sion are 38 Persian manuscripts, formerly belonging to the Royal 
Library of the Kings of Oudh (Appendix D), 

5. The work done by tho taxidermists and carpenters is shown 
in Appendix E.

1. TflE minutes of lafjt meetin<>f were reai.1 and approved. 

2. Mr. Constiibl(3 read a very full and inf crest in nr printed 
account {vida Appendix) of the action ho had recently taken to 
prevent the demolition of Neill’s Gateway ; and concluded by 
proposing the following resolution : — 

That the Frovinciiil Government bo addressed with a view to 
their constituting tho Managing Coniniittee of iho Proviiniial 
Museum the local representatives of the Arclucologioal Department, 
to which all such references as aro conteinplatcM.1 in paragriijdhS 
2 and 3 of Circular No. 4 {Public Works) ^ Govenunent of India^ 
Public Works Department^ General^ dated Siinla^ the \fiih September^ 
1886, shall bo made in all caso.s arising within tho limits of Luck- 
now City and Cantonmonta ; as tho Provincial Museum Coinmitteo 
believe that, aided by the records they already possi^ss and thos<5 
they hope still to acquire, they will havo at their command 
unrivalled facilities for dealing with all such case.s promptly and 
authoritatively, and also for securing a continuity of purpose and 
method, tliereby assisting tho Provincial Government and the 
Local Authorities to carry out tho objects enumerated in, and 
aimed at, by tho circular above cited.

Tins proposal was seconded by Mr. McGoiiaghey, supported by 
General Dillon, and carried unaninioiisly. 

8 Road loiter No. from the Locomotive and Carriage 
Siiporintoiulenfs OMico, Oudh and Roliilkhand Railway, stating 
that Rs. 1,97(5-2 -0 liad been exponded up to date on the pillar 
cases, of which only Rs. 1,400 liad been rocoivoJ, and requesting 
payment of a further sum of Rs. 1,400 to coinploto the estimated 
total cost of the cases. 

Mr. IlciJ proposed ; That the cases be paid for up to the 
amount of work done and erected in thoir present state ; and that 
the glass required to complete them bo ordered from England by 
the Musouui. 

This proposition was earned. 

4. The Sccrelary laid beforo the i\rcenng a printed form, which 
Inul been prepared by Mr. Constable (in accordance with Resolu- 
tions 13 of Meeting 5 of 28tli August, 1885, and 10 of Meeting 6 
of 23th Septeinbor, Iba'rJo,) in which the Minutes of (Committee 
iniglit be published. 

The form as presented was approved. 

5. A report of the progress made in preparing the catalogues 
of the exhilnts in the various departments of the Museum was 
called for, with following results : — 

Mr, Constable reported that the Library Catalogue was nearly 
finished. 

Dr. Fiilirer reported that the Gatalogno of Inscriptions was 
ready for publication, tliat the list of coins was nearly ready, and 
that the Arclncological Catalogue liad been commenced. 

The Secretary reported that a Catalogtie of the Art Exhibits 
was iu course of preparation. 

6. Certain specimens of old Lucknow artware were exhibited 
and the Secretary was authorized to purchase a specimen of old 
Bidri-ware, and two of old brass ware. 

7. Mr. Reid was authorized to purchase a small tent for the 
use of the shikari.

8. The President reported that His lloiior the Lioutouant- 
Goveruor had diroctod Dr. Fiihror to secure tor the Museum any 
objects of interest ho ini;:(ht meet with during his tour as Archeo- 
logical liurveyor. 

9. Dr. Fiihrer reported that two copperplate inscriptions had 
been sent to the Museum by Mr. Rivoit-Carnac ; tliat tho inscrip- 
tions had been tran.slated and would appear in the Journal; and 
that, as the plates were priced very high, and wore siib.stiintiaHy 
the same as that inoiitiouoJ in Ilesolution 4 of Mooting 8 of June, 
1885, he did not think it necessary to purchase them for tho 
Museum. 

10. Tho Curator’s Report for the past month was then read.

Resolution JSo. 2 of Meeting No, 9 of 1886-87. 

SoTri Novembek, 1886 . 

Mr Ciinstiible cle^Irod to plufro on record the following narra- 
tivo of the action he had rcc^-utly tbit it his duty to take with a view 
to the preservation of “ Neill’s Gatew.’^y,” and ho^wed to preface 
his remarks by deoluring here, as he had already done elsowhoro, that 
he had had absolutely no connoction whatever, either direetbj or 
indirectly^ with any of the various letters, notices, or artieleg^ 
regarding the occurrence, that hud ever ap[)eared in any newspaper 
or other publication : — 

1. Early in the morning of tho 6di October I saw a number 
of workmen busily engaged in pidling down Neill’s Gateway,” 
and on expressing my astonishment and (inquiring of them tho 
authority under which they were thus acting, was told that tho 
work had been ordered by the Munitfipality. 1 at once askr?d tho 
inau in charge to stop the demolition, as a personal favour, pending 
a reference I \vould at once make to his employers, and at tho 
same time I told him tlvat, as it would be a j^ity for him to keep 
his coolies entirely idle, pending the rfcsuit of my appeal, and thus 
lose the value of their wages for tho day, it would be w’ell for him 
to sot them to work, to collect tho bricks and other material 
already pulled do\vn, and have all neatly stacked, clear of tho public 
road. 1 also assured him that I would hold myself personally 
responsible for any consequences that might result from his thus 
stopping tho actual demolition ; and, in order that no timo might 
be lost in his learning the result of my appeal, I asked him to 
accompany me. We then drove ofl-, after seeing that all hia 
coolies had come down from tho building, and were harmlessly 
employed in collecting the bricks and other ddbris scattered about

2. After carefully considering the matter, I resolved to address 
Mr. McConaghoy on the subject, not in his capacity aa tlio Chief 
Civil Authority of the District, but as the Prchincnt of our Pn>- 
vincial Museum CoininittO€‘, and accordingly wrote out tbo follow- 
ing letter

Deau Mr. McConagiiey,— On my way to tlio Miisoiiin this 
morning I was s<-mewl)at astonished to see a number ol‘ workmen 
busily engaged in pulling down ^ NeilTn Gateway,’ and I now 
write to bog you to order the work of dostnietion to bo sloj'ped, 
at any rate, pending a reference to the auihority or doparinieiit 
responsible for it. 

“ 2. I do not for a moment desire to make myself officious, nor 
am 1 prepared, at present, to discuss tho matter in its In. torieal 
as[)eet, but as the Member of the Alanaging Committee of the 
Provincial Mu.sonni in charge of the Section of ‘ Jnuian History, 
since 1500 a.ix/ I feel it u)y duW to afldivs.s you on the snl>jei:t. 

‘*3. Such rapid progress wa.s being made wilh the denioliii‘>n, 
that 1 ventured to take the cxlromo step of asking Ilainimau, 
tin? luistri in charge, to stop tho work, pending this reference to 
yon, and 1 feci sure that you will not mi^undersland my motive, 

“4. 1 cannot believe that such an interesting relic has Ix eu 
doonr^d to destruction, with a full knowledge of its history ami 
associations.

3. I then drove off to deliver my letter personally, calling, 
en ronUy on a Moinbor of the Municipal Board, to learn further 
details, and satisfy myself that I bad not mis understood what the 
mistri bad told me* I was nssnred hy this gentleman that it was 
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a fact; that the demolition of the Gateway had been determined 
upon and duly ordered by the Municipal Board; and further, that, 
in place of it, it had been resolved to erect a memorial pillar in 
honour of General Neill. I replied that I held the proposed 
demolition of the archway to be most unnecessary and impolitic, 
and that I was then on my way to the President of the Museum 
Committee with a letter of respectful protest. 

4. I found Mr. McConaghey at home, the day being, fortu- 
nately, one of the Dasehra holidays, when alt the Government, 
as well as the Railway Offices, are closed ; and I need hardly 
mention that my letter, as well as other verbal communications 
urging the claims of the Gateway to bo considered building 
of biatorical interest ” {vide Circular No. 4, Public Works, Govern- 
ment of India, P. W. D., General, dated Simla, 18th September, 
1886), were most patiently and kindly considered. 1 also reported 
that I had taken the groat liberty of bringing the man in charge 
of the work of demolition with me, so that no delay should occur 
in his receiving any orders that might bo passed on the case. 

5. Further conversation ensued, which resulted in my proceed- 
ing to General Dillon’s house, as I felt that my appeal would bo 
greatly strengthened, if the General, a member of the Managing 
Committeo of the Pro^ incial Museum, could see his w^ay to support 
it. 

6. Gcnenil ? '11 ion lish i»cd to all that I had to say, and I was 
careful to tell him tliat I had been informed that tlie Municipality 
intended to erect a inemoiial i)illar, in tlie vicinity of the gale, in 
lieu of it ; but 1 vcnicn d to urge, as 1 had already done at my 
interview with Mr. MeConagliey, that, in my o])iiiion, such a 
memorial Avould not, for many reasons, bo a siiiisfaetory substitute 
for the Gatew’ay, and I then leli, bearing the follow ing letter : — 

LuchiOtOy October Gih^ 1886. 

“ My dear McCoN'AGIIKY, — I approach you as Chief of the 
Municipal Committee of Lucknow with some hesitation, but I wdll 
trust to your goodness to pardon mo touching on a subject which 
ill no manner concerns my office. 
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I have just learaed that Neill’s Gateway is unJov demolition 
by an order emanating from tlio Mnnieipality. How is this to be 
stopped ? Is the Committee too strong to be guided by your 
advice ? 

Has not Sir Alfred Lyall supremo autliority in all matters 
of Local Adiniuistration^ and could ho not bo nijvcd to order that; 
ilie Gate bo preserved. 

^'Tlio Gate is not liaudsomo, and it is vsmall. but it possesses a 
record of the deepest interest to tho.io who aceompauiod Out ram 
and Hav(dook, and to those who folio we. I liter with Lord Clyde, 
and to all visitors. Colonel Ilo.ldy, a V. 0. olTicer, lohi me, wl^on 
here last year, that hr5 saw the shot (ire«l which killed Neill, and 
was one of those who slew the t\vt> mon win) were on the arch ; 
both w^cro ounnch.s, one loaded, hnr the other tired.

8. On tho 17fch ultimo, after I had had time to osamino rny 
collection of noto.s on tho subject of iNcill’s Gateway,” I addressed 
a further letter to the l\e.^idout of the Mu.^euiu Committee, as

“ Dear Mr. MoConageiey, — Willi refcroncc to my note of tho 
6tli instant, and our subsequent conver.satioii of the sumo date on 
tho subject, I bog leave to thank you for tlio kind action you so 
promptly took upon the representations then made to you ; and I 
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now desire to place on record, witli reference to the second para, 
of my lotfer referred to above, certain historical facta connected 
with the Gateway in question. 

2. This structure, which formed one of the main entrances 
into that exton.sive walled -in area, wiiich we may convcmiontly call 
the ‘ Court Suburb,* was known for many years bf 3 foro the Mutiny 
ns the ^ Shore Darwaza,’ having acquired that name 'whicli, by the 
way, is that by which it in still popularly designated in the 
vernacular) from the two m irblo figures of lions which formerly 
stood on the Gateway. 


“ 3. I have made enquiries regarding these lions, and find that 
after the Mutiny, during the time of the demolitions, they Avero 
taken down from thoir original position, and, some years after- 
wards, placed on thc3 parapet wall of tiie portico to Govormnciit 
House boro, where 1 have seen them this morning. They are not 
clearly visible unless one looks at tlic top of tho portico, standing 
at a distance thorofrom, and I would venture to suggest that 
Sir Alfred Lyall be asked to kindly consent to their being taken 
down from tlio top of the [lortioo in question, and, sliould the 
Gateway be roslorod, as I sincerely hope and trust it may be, 
replaced in their ori'^iuil position. So much for tho history of 
the Gateway before 185t‘-57.

General JS^oiJ!, and afterwards slow one of the two meui one loading 
the other firing, wlio were on tho gate. 

“5. In addition to this evidence, wo have that afforded by 
various published narratives of the Belief. Among others^ in that 
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written by Mr. Gubbiiis, and for facility of reft>renco I append a 
copy of the plan, inserted between pages 322 and 323, of the 
second edition of his well-known ‘ Aevoimi of the Mutinies iti Oudhy 
of the Siege of the Luehtow Hesideu^g^ * it * Second edition, 
London : fiichard Bentley, lt'58 ’ 1 Volume 8vo., wliicli shows 
distinctly the place, with the printed reference, ‘ Gateway where 
General NoilJ fell.’ 

6. This plan was intended by Sir. Giibbins more specially to 
show, in great detail, which it does, the locale of the moriiorable 
defence of Dooly Square on the 2()th September, 1857; and 1 now 
beg to propose that the still remaining outlines of the walls of the 
‘ Dooly Square enclosure,^ close to ‘ Neill’s Gateway’ be restored, 
and thus preserved from further tlostruclion; and this can still 
easily bo done by carefully removing the existing top soil and 
ddbri&y through whicli the w'alls crop out. 

^^7. I may add that I have boon promised a note on General 
NeiU’s death by one of defenders of the liesideney, who can boar 
useful testimony to the facts, and I will, in duo course, furnish 
you with a copy of this document. I would also sfcato that this 
letter has been delayed to admit of niy finding out exactly wdiat 
became of the two lions formerly on ‘ Neill’s Gat<»,’ and again 
thanking you for the action you have already taken in the matter.

9. On theSlsfc ultimo, I was informed by Mr. McConnghny that 
it had been decided to restore the Gateway, and to replace the lions 
thereon, and the necessary preliminary steps are now receiving the 
attention of the Executive Engineer, P. W. D., Lucknow Execu* 
live Division. 
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10. I now desiro to place on record some remarks on the fol- 
lowing letter, from the Deputy Commissioner of Lucknow, which 
appeared in the Pioneer of the 2 1st ultimo : — 


To TKE EdITOU. 

“Sib, — T lie agitation Hint ^^afi arificii 
about tbo demolition of the so-called 
‘ Neill’s Gate * at Lucknow is an instance 
of the growth of iiopular fallacies. 

“The archway was a gateway of the 
eiicloanrc attached to the Chatter Manzil 
Palace, and it is only connected with the 
death of General Neill so far that it is 
asserted that tln^ shot which woimded him 
and from which ho died shortly afterw^wds 
was fired from the top of the gate. lint 
the public, simply, it seems, from the 
reiteration of the name ‘Niiill’s Gate,* have- 
come to holieve that some sp<H'ial sanctity 
attaches to this sinicturc ; that it was in 
some significant manner conii(‘ctc«l with 
the liOToisin of the soldier whose name it 
hears; and that it should \w gc.arded as a 
monument of Ev'glish prowess. Tliis vic'v 
can scarcely stiind the light. If all the 
buildings from which brave men doing 
their duty have im?t their death were to 
he preserved as historical monuments, 
such relics would he more plentiful than 
ohurches. 


In my conversation of the Cth ultimo 
witii, and in my letter of the l7th idem, 
to, Mr. McConnghey, printed above, I 
dwelt, upon the importance always attach- 
ed to the Gateway (“ Sliere Darwaza *’) by 
the inhabiiniiG. of T.uckiiow and the sur- 
rounding d!.‘^tl•jct^. 'J'h(? Oudh peasant ry, 

all over the lh*ovince, well know, some of

fact that Genei-al Neill was j?o^ a Knight 
of the Giirtcv.

In dcftMiec of my absent fri*.*nd, the 
designer of the Clock Tower, Mr. li. R. 
ilayne, whose many works in 

Bengal arc much admired, permit me to 
remark that the connnirsion he undertook, 
for a pricalfi T^tidon'menlt w'us a soine- 
w-hat didlciilt task, inasmuch as he was 
asked to design a definite si vuctnre, which 
w'as to be erected on a site, closely sur- 
rounded by as incongruous n group of 
buildings, some of them very lino ones 
*tis true, (e,//., tlic Kuim' Darwaza and l:lio 
Gwit linamhara) hut all differing as 
yunch in style, period and purpose, as it is 
possible to imagine. 

Aliy oiu? who possesses a knowdedge of 
the art of arcliiteftural de?<ign, well- 
knows how dillicnU it is to work out an 
idea, wluui felt.ered by conditions such as 
the above, and, so far as wo can judge 
from remarks made by competent judges, 
tlio designer has accomplisliod this task, 
most sncccssfnlly, by bis clever adaptation 
of tbe Moresipie, Oiraldn of tieville, a 
very suitable type to follow. 

The actual work of building, involving 
the elaboration of all the working draw- 
ings, and arranging many other details, Qms- 
sibly held by some as petty, but winch, if 
conscientiously worked out, as it is believed

1 2. Not a Civiliaa” in his letter published in the i'ioueei* 
of the 25tli October, alludes to the gateway on the Shall Najaf 
lioad as being a real obstruction,’* and coiiirneiuoratiiig noth- 
ing,” both of which statements can hardly be supported by facts. 
It has many and very varied associatioihi connected with it, and 
when it was proposed, about 1868-69, it is believed, to pnll it down, 
this course was strongly opjiO^ed by somo of tho leading o/jicials 
hero at the time. Tho archway was then strengthened by iron tio 
rods, and I hope that it may yet remain as it is, for many a day 
to come, a landmark of groat interest. 

13. Having now dealt with the particular case of NeilPs 
Gateway” somewhat in detail, in order to show that I did not 
hastily or without due grounds take tho action 1 did, I desiro to 
avail myself of this opportunity* to offer a few remarks on the gene- 
ral question of tbe preservation of historical monmnerits, and Uy 
this term I hold to bo iucluded, not only rude barrows or mouiitis 
of a remote antiquity, or remains of the Gupta, Buddhist, Hindu, 
or Moslem periods, but all buildmgs, of any Period or Dynasty^ vp 
to those of this very dayy wliich possess eitlior historic or artistic 
value, concerning which the Government of India has emphatically 
declared that : — 

“ The preservation of ancient monuments of historical or archeo- 
logical interest is au essential duty of every civilized Goverauioat. 
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Tho Government of India baa received from its predoceasors an 
inberitanco of such in onii merits which, for variety, extent, com- 
pleteness, and beauty is perhaps unequalled, hut certainly unsur- 
passed, throughout the world. 8o vast, indeed, has been this 
inherilanoe that tho full magnitude of it can only bo gradually 
ascertained ; but a few ye u’s ago the first authorities on the subject 
were of opinion that only oue-half of the ro mains known to exist 
had been explored ; while the result of tho recent excavation at 
Gandhara and Bliarhut indicates the value and variety of the sculp- 
ture, the art, treavsures, and the pictures, of social life in ancient 
days, which further research is likely to recover from the nuinbor- 
Icss buried cities of this emigre.” 

1 need hardly dwelt upon the history of the adoption of tho 
means taken by various nations to ensure the preservation of their 
ancient historical inonumeMts, but as an argument in favor of the 
mere utilitarian d«\sirability of doing so, we may certainly hold 
that, if an eminently practical nation, the Americans, spend such 
large sums from ihoir 8(ate Treasury in tjompiling and publishing 
such admirable accounts as they do of flic historical remains in 
tlieir country, ranging from the giant cities of Mexico to the Indian 
mounds, and other remains of the Nortii, we may be sure that 
tlicy find it to Ikj a rnaterid and political advantage in every way to 
do so. Not only does the United States Government spend largo 
sums annually on such surveys and memoirs, &c., but I believe 
iliere is no otlnw country where, in [iroportion to the number of 
its inhabitants, there arose many local historical societies, all busily 
engaged in reverently preserving, and making available for gene- 
ral study and erample, the interesting records and relics, not only 
of what may be called tho Prohistoric Period, but those of tho 
Pilgrim Fathers and other early settlors in that country. 

14. I believe, most sincerely, that tho wanton destruction of his- 
torical buildings or other similar remains, wdm in tery exceptional 
eases f iu this or any other country, is a political blunder of tho first 
magnitude ; and that, especially in India, such action must over bo 
fraught wdth evil consequences, wdiich, although they may not bo 
immediately apparent, nevertheless exist. 
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One of the noblest traits in tlio character of Sir Henry Law- 
rence was his regard for such things^ finely brought out in a tiino 
of imminent peril, and when the necessities of preparing for the 
worst would fully have justified another course. It is needless for 
me to remind you under what circumstances lie came to Lucknow, 
but shortly after his arrival here he wrote to Lord Canning as 
follows ; — The improvements in the Citif have gone on very fast — 
too fast and too rQnqhhj, Mueli discontent has been caused by denwli* 
lion of buildings j and still more by threats of further similar 

measures. * * I have visited many of these places and 

pacified parties and prohibited any * ^ * or demolitions 

without competent authority ^ (Letter of April, 1857, quoted in 
Kaye, Vol. HI, page 420, Edition of 1876.) 

15. Later on, the same principle was embodied in the Secre- 
tary of State’s despatch of 13ili October, No. 4 of 1858, to tho 
Governor-General of India in Council, in para. 6 of which it is 
stated that, although there was doubtless exaggeration in certain 
complaints that had been preferred, is possible that in the 
arrangements made for the appropriation of the puhlk buildings of 
Lucknow to administrative purposes^ there may not have been, in 

all cases, that consideration shown for * ^ * snddenlu

deprived of their legitimate protector, that would have become a great 
and generous nation, offer such an assertio?i of its power over a 
weeker State^^ (H. 0. Paper, East India (OuJh), 426 of ]2tli 
July, 1861.) 

16. We cannot, .surely, accepit as a principle for our guidanco 
that a memorial of other days or men is to bo doomed to oblitera* 
tion simply because it is *^ngly” or even an “obstruction.” I 
have now in iny mind’s eye the antique bronze figure of a lion, 
set up, on a high broad pedestal, in the linrg-Platz of an historical 
town in North Germany. The lion is perhaps wanting in dignity 
and grace, and its modeller had evidently received little or no 
instruction whatever in animal anatomy, while the bustle ami 
toil of our over busy-modern life is certainly impeded by its 
pedestal, around W'hich, specially on a market or festival day, tho 
surging crowd, of eager, hard-headed, practical men and womeuj 
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is deflected and probably inconvenienced ; but the figure was 
placed tliero in A.D. 1166 by Henry the Lion, and I feel sure 
that it will be many a long day before the IJurghers of that City 
propobo to remove it, either because it obstructs their roadway, 
or offends against some arbitrary canon of tasto. 

!7. Of course, when, in a case like that of Nuremberg at the 
present moment, it inis become absoliffeh/ necessary^ for various 
reasons, to remove part of tho old City walls and some of the 
houses, then by all means do so, but let the measure have due con- 
sideration^ and, as is done in the case cited, proserve as much as 
possible of the carved wood or stone work, c&c., by removing all 
such to some Local Museum, having first recorded, by means of 
accurate plans and poriuancutly printed photographs, an abiding 
memento of the slnieturcs themselves. 

18. I hace hoard it argued, of course never authoritatively or 
perhaps even delibcraleiy, that the preservation of relics of by- 
gone days and dynahties in this country serves no useful purpose, 
is a mere sentiment and ought to bo discouraged. This view, 
however, is ^ cry fur from being a general one, and I am sure that 
an overwli(lming mujority of the dwellers in India, no matter of 
what nationality or creed, would, by every proper means in 
tlieir power, indignantly and formally repudiate any such doctrine, 
were it necessary to do so. How widely such a view diflers from 
that which breathes forth from every line of Lord Dalhonsie’s 
celebrated Minute (dated 2nd November, 1855), on the preserva- 
tion and maintenance of tho Tomb, and other Memorials, of Tippu 
Saltan at Seringapatam. 

19. It is astonishing wliat a poAver in the world ‘^sentiment’* 
ever has been and still is. To illustrate my moaning, perniit 
mo, GeutleincD, to overstep tho strict boundary line of Indian 
History sin»3o 1500 A.D.,” and cite a few cases in which, when 
great dynastic changes \vere made, those statesmen who had to 
arrange the details of such measures, by mutual concessions, on 
points of “sentiment,” Nvore able to arrange satisfactorily tho 
other vital clauses of treaties, &c., or reconcile a nation to tho 
iucvitublo. 
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Would the union of Scotland and England have been accom- 
plished so satisfactorily as it was, had the Scottish Coininissioners 
been refused their proposal tliaf, when the coat armorial of tho 
United Kingdom, quartorod according to heraldic rules, was em- 
ployed for Scots' national purposes, the arms of Scotland were to 
have the dexter or pre-eminent side ? Or if tho clause had boon 
siimmarily set aside, which, however, after hot debate, was allowed 
to remain, which provides that certain of tho palaces of the old 
Kings of Scotland, some of them little else than mere rniiis, are 
to bo for ever kept up and maintained, by funds provided from tbo 
revenues of tbo United Kingdom ? 

Would the Citizens of Hanover, or tbo dwellers in that King- 
dom, have settled down into such loyal subjoets of tho German 
Empire, if in 18G6 tbo Koyal Demesne of Ilcrrenliau-icn, with its 
fine parks, forests, and grass lands, had been turned into a stud 
farm? Or if the lime trees of its historical avenue had been cut 
down, to make more room for the villas of ricli immigrants from 
other parts, who were anxious to secure buihling sites, cObring 
high rates for such a “ desirable locality ? 

Distinctive facings and buttons, shoulder straps and jilumoSy 
and other badges of various sorts, aro ]>robably bold by many 
^‘imsentiinonlar’ minds to bo utterly useless and absurd deviations, 
entailing a certain extra expense, from a stereotyped “ standard 
pattern,” yet, strange to say, some of the greatest administrators 
tile world has ever seen have rotaincJ such distinction as espe- 
dieiit, having doubtlessly perceived some vre^ decided adcaidage by 
doing so. 

Man}" of you are doubtless awaro that it Avas seriously pro- 
posed, a very few years ago, to abolish the well-known |jluiiiod 
caps still worn by some of our Higlilaud regiments. liowover, 
tbo intention was defeated by a happy combination of fact and 
fancy — or sentiment. The necessary returns having been moved 
for by a Scottish M. P., a scion of one of our oldest families, and 
formerly an officer in Her Majesty's Army, it was shown that, wdth 
tho exception of the helmets of the Household Cavalry, and, 1 think, 
tbo R. H. A. bushys, the initial cost of these plumed caps was the 
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highest of any of tlio various types of head coverings used in 
our Arnfiy- It was, however, proved from the same return, that 
although (to borrow some phrases from railway working) the 
^^capital cost” was high, the ^‘maintenance charges” were very low, 
while their “ life ” was extraordinary. Precise official records showed 
that about 500 or 600 of the plumes that were worn by some of the 
men of Sir Culiti Carnpheirs beloved “ Highland Brigade ” at the 
Alma, had first waved, upwards of 40 yoars bei'ore, at a place 
called Waterloo, and intermediately had done good service all 
over the world. Given good plumes to start with, an occasional 
subjection to the inexpensive process (well-known to all good 
housewives, who possessing nice feathers, aro compelled by the 
stern decrees of fashion to poriodically re-trim their hats and bon- 
nets) of “dipping” and “ curling,” combined with a renewal of 
the framework of wire, and the actual cap, renders these historical 
and picturesque head drosses “as good as new.” 

It was then decided to retain thorn. 

As I write, I roj<)ice to see from a para, in the Tinicsj of a 
recent date, that the good sense and public spirit of some rnombers 
of the vestry of the Parish of Richmond has boon tlie means of 
saving for ever the classical Hill, from the fangs of the “jerry 
builder,” who had been coveting the “ desirable site ” for some 
time past. 

20, For my own part 1 hold, and that very strongly, that the 
object and aim of the conservation of old relics, wliother in the 
shape of buildings, or books, or other roconis, .should be to derive 
some benefit or lesson from them, and by thoir aid endeavour, as 
Professor J. R. fc^eeley so tersely puls it, “ not only to gratify 
our curiosity about the past, but modify our views of tho present 
and our forecasts of the future.” Lot every one who preserves or 
studies such things draw his own lessons and conclusions there- 
from, to suit his particular calling in life, taking care to avoid 
in so doing all pedantry and cant, or drifting into the habit of 
a mere “ Dryasdust Philosopher ; ” steering clear of tho faults— 
nay vices— so mercilessly scourged by Hogartli in his delineation of 
“ Taste in Uiffh Life,"' nor giving way to an indiscriminate, aimless 
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admiration, real or assumed, for anylliing, simply bocaiise it is 
old, or perlifips nniqno. Let us also bowarc, cacl» of us, of ilie 
toudeucy, so tempting, of too rashly onuuoiuHng an opinion on 
im))eif 0 Ct or too hastily eonsidered data, or of jumping to the 
coneUmon one fJefiircs, This latter tendency, however, may perhaps 
be viewed as a pardonable weakness, so lovingly and ainusingl}’^ 
rebuked in the charaetor of 7'he Antlq^nr//,^' who, withal, was 
an eniinentiy prjudical oharacter ; witness his promptitude and 
success in taking steps to save some of liis frirnds from drowning ; 
and who also had a groat den! of fine sympathy for the men and 
women of liis own period around him, as oviticed in the scene at 
the lowly funeral of Stoonie j5ilacklel)n(d<it, tlie bumble Forfarshire 
fisherman.

Of another gallant Mutiny soklix'^r there was no memorial or relic in the Exhihltion. 
There was mention of him iiuh*e!l, for in Lewis’s engraving of Uarker’.s pietnro was 
shown “ The lied Gate where General Neill was killtsl.” The photogi'n.jih stand in 
tlie picture gallery had some iiiterostiiig views; among them, No. (I, showing the same 
gate with the old enclouircs ad joining, which have been since removed, hut which were 
once well known as “ Dooly S-imare.*’ 

It is nearly thirty years since Neill met a soldier’s death in the Relief of Lucknow, 
long enough in all con.^>cieuec for his st*rvicos to he forgtdten. 

Neill’s Gate still exists. It is little bettor than an eyesore. Till lately a refuge for 
Jiltli and garbage, it and its neighbonrhood are even now tlic roviM’se of inviting 
looking. The statue which once snrniounled the gate now reposes in a dusty corner 
of the local Mu.M3um, where its very existmiee is probably wadlnigh forgotten. 

Suivsly, Sir, the Siirviecs of so gallant a soldier a.s Neill deserve that his memory 
should 1)0 move fittingly perpetuated. Though the elements of his eharactev were not 
those which seized on the pahlic im igiintion, as in the case of Liwrenee and of 
Havelock, his servie.e.s woiv not inferior to theirs. He was one of the *' men of the 
liour.” His daring spirit brooked no obstacle ; and from the ilisarniing at Rciiaivs to 
the moment when he met a s<jldior’.s de.ith in Lucknow, at the very moment of 
victory, bis recevd was a briljiaiit one. 

Is it too much to ask that the country in w'hose service lie spent himself should see 
that hia memory is deceutly honoured. His Excelleney the Viceroy may poi'chanee si*e 
these lines. Let us hope that he will use his iiirtueuee with t!io local anthoritii s ; tlie 
expression of the faintest wish on his pari would snix/ly he enough, and wt may see 
Neill’s statue rciralled from dusty hanishment, the gate and its ajijwoaeho.s put in fairly 
decent order, and a gallant .soldier’s memory duly honoured.

Sib, — U nder the above beading in your last issue appears an official disclaimer 
from tho City Magistrate, saying that the statue in the Museum, ])0pular1y supposed 
to he General NeiH’s, lias no connection with tliat great man, but is a figure which 
came from the Kaiser BagU, 
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Mr. Wells is prohalily con-ect iti liis .st.atomniit, almost certain to be right T should 
think. The popular fallacy on the subject was in a measure supportwl by an ofPicial 
looking pfcitcment in yonr local columns some weeks ago, wljcn public attention was 
first invited to the matter, to the effect that yon “leariiLtl on the authority that 
the miniature statue of General Neill was to receive renovation at the hands of a local 
Bculptor.” It is evidifiit that the fallacy is at any rate a deeply-rooted one. 

Yonr ron*e.spondcnt in his brief ccnninnnication altogether ignores the I'cmainiug 
part of the indietment, namely, the unworthy condilh.ii in which XeilVs Gate and its 
Rurroiindingg are permitted to remain. This is a matter on which the public cannot 
liolp Kitisf ying themselves, as the evidence as to its state appeals too strongly to the 
eye, and unfortunately to the nose occasionally also. 

We shall perhaps bo told in a season or two that this structure is not Neill’s Gate 
at all, but an archway removed from the Ihidshah Jkigh. 1 see that Mr. Wells is 
Cfladstonian in bis forms of expression, and is careful to particularise by speaking of 
the archway as what is known as Neiir.s Gateway. 

If the gateway is the only memorial of (Imieral Neill that is left to ns, surely the 
memory of the briHiani .serviiU'S of so gallant a soldier demands that it should be kept 
in a fairly decent condition. 

No carping criticism underlies such a ri*c(uest. If you keep up a memorial of 
'* one of England’s Iutoos,” let its e.\jstenco reflect somi' credit on us, or else let it bo 
dcinolislied, so that its state may not coiLstitulo a ri‘proach.

Sir, — The attention that has been directed, in 3 mar columns, to the state of Ni ilVs 
Gateway in Lucknow, and to the shoving away of the statue of this hcri> in a c-onier 
of tho local Museum, may, it is to he hoped, hear fruit. 

The coat of keeping tlu? iminediato neighbourhood of the Gateway clean and nice 
would not be much, nor would it require a largo sum to replace the statue over tho 
archway. 

Last year wdien the question of the demolition of the Dilknsha Palace cropped up, 
it wa.s pleaded on the pjirt of local authorities that tin? plaeu pf)s.'$i'sswi no hisl/u'ic 
interest and w'as not one of tho ** landmarks’* of the Mutiny struggle. Surely this 
argument, such as it is, will not hold good in the case of Nciirs Gate. It will iirobably 
be conceded that the building has historic associations and is worth preserving in a 
dwont stiite. 

Government yearly allots money for the repair and preservation of ancient 
monuments. Nciirs Gate and statue aro hardly “ancient moimmcnts” as yet, but tho 
local authorities of Lucknow are apparently dct«Tinincd that neither shall ever survive 
to become an ancient mounmciit, or to l>enefit by tho existence of this grant. 

Let us hope that for once a liberal view will l)e taken by those in power, and that 
what ought to be an honoured memorial of a good and gallant soldier, will no longer 
be a bj^eword and reproach.

The following is the Minute, dated 2nd November, 1855, refiHrred 
in para. 18 (page 232). 

Seringapatam. 

1. — My journey through the Mysore territories has afforded me 

an opportunity of visiting this memorable fortress, the 
scone of events most glorious to the British name, and 
of happy augury for tho people of Mysore. 

2. — There are two objects within tho island which are well 

worthy of tho protection of tho Supreme Government, 
and which call for its respectful care. 

3. — ^Tho first of these objects is tho Tomb in which rest tho 

remains of Hyder Ally Khan and of Tippoo Sultan. The 
structure is well-preserved, as far as the means of its 
guardians will permit ; its interior and the gardens by 
which it is surrounded are well kept, and it is under the 
immediate charge of one of Tippoo Sultan’s family. But 
it already feels the pressure of the hand of Time. The 
endowments are insufficient for maintaining it in com- 
plete repair, and some portion of it, more especially the 
inlaid doors, have already become dilapidated. 

4. — Tho Tomb is itself an imposing structure, and an interesting 

specimen of tho style of art which marked the days and 
the dynasties that are past. The Court of Directors 
have most cheerfully and liberally given their sanction to 
tho general expenditure which I proposed to make for the 
purpose of preserving such works of art, for the instruction 
and gratification of the generations that shall como after. 
In this particular instance I feel certain that I correotly 
interpret the sentiments of the Honorable Court when 
recording my belief that it would be their especial desire 
to manifest an enduring respect for the last resting-place 
of brave and fallen enemies. 

5. — I shall therefore request the Commissioner to tako measures 

for replacing the worn-out inlaid doors of the Tomb, and for 
expending such sums upon it from time to timo as may 
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be required for its proper repair, whenever tlie funds of 
the cudowmenls may be inadeqiuito to nu-et such expense. 

6. — The second object on the island to which I have alluded is 

the House in the Dowlat Ba^h which was long occupied 
by the Duke of Wellington, then Colonel Wellesley, 
after the fell of Scringapatam, and when he held charge 
of the Mysore territories. 

7. -This mansion, f«)rmerly a Garden-house of Tip|)oo Sultan, 

is traditionally known on the S[»ot as the residence of 
‘•Wesly Sahib,” and lhave justnow scon and talked >vith 
an aged man, who remembers and describes hi.s residing 
in it. This building, which has l>een unoccupied for some 
time past, and In which I now write those \voriI.s, is 
visibly falling into decay. It is a purely Eiistern resi- 
dence ; and some of the walks are covered with paintings, 
executed by the orders of Tippoo and still traceable, 
though greatly faded, which rej)resont the defeat of tho 
Britisli Force, uuder the <?oinmand of Colonel Bail lie. 
The paintings w'ero partially ohiiterated byTippoo during 
tho last siege of Seringaputain, and were in tho first 
instance restored by Colonel Wellesley himself. 


8. — In all respects tins struciuro is one full of interest, but it is

The paintings 
on the walls to which I have alluded above should bo res- ^ 
tored, if*, as 1 am assured, their correct restoration can bo 
eft'ectod by the aid of persons still living who reinemher 
them in their comjdcteuess In further aid of tho main 
object now lield in view, the oneloftiure of tho Dowlat 
Uagh sliall not bo suffered to fall into decay.

been organized in Mysore, Colonel Wellesley’s Ilonse in 
the Dowlat Bagh at Seriugapatani will form a separate 
head of account, and a separate head in eacli Annaal 
Report of the Chief Engineer. 

12. — 'By this moans I trust that the huilding, with all Lis memo- 

ries and associations, may long bo preserved for the con- 
templation and reverence of generations to come.

3. .Esf ahlislmenl . — l)v. A, Eiihverhcld charge of the Curatorship, 
except while on tour as Assistant Aicliseological Surveyor, when 
Babu Gangadhar Ganguli, the Assistant (Jura tor, oHk*iat(id in charge. 
A daftri has been added to the cstablislnuent for service in the oflice 
and library. Instead of two almost useless shikaris on low rates of 
pay, one man of cmrsulerablc experience in collecting Natural History 
specimens was appointed in September ou double pay, and this change 
has hitherto been found productive of good results. farrashes 
have been culded to the establish ment, wdiose \vork of cleaning and 
dusting cases ajid specimens has made considerable improvement 
in the yppearaiicc of the Mnsouin. The (Jura tor has several times 
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endeavoured to secure as chaprasis soldiers who have received their 
discharge from the Native Army, b\it without success. They object 
principally to the long hours, sunrise to sunset, during which tliey 
have to be present. The fact that the Museum chaprasis have no 
longer the smallest hope of obtaining fees from visitors may have 
something to do with their objections. The appearance of the 
Museum servants has much improved,, and they are now a smart, 
intelligent, and vigilant set of men. One of them was recommendcMl 
for a reward by the City Magistrate of Lucknow for apprehend- 
ing a yoimg Muhammadan in the act of opening with a screw-driver 
a case containing valuable exhibits. A nominal-roll of the officers 
and servants in the employ of the Committee is given in Appendix A.

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A valuable collection of butterflies, comprising 1,000 species or 
3,800 specimens, collected in Sikhim, was purcliased. Of the remain-, 
ing 1,334} specimens, 277 were donations, 4}4?7 were purchased, and 
610 collected by the Museum shikar in. The catalogue of bii’ds, 
prepared by ]\ir. G. Ileid, has been published, and received very 
favourable notices in tlic public press. Systematic efforts are being 
made lo secure for the Museum a representative collection of tlie larger 
mammalia, 'riie diflicuUies to l>e overcome are owing* to the follow- 
pig causes : — 

(1) the larger mammalia are, as a rule, obtained only by large 

and expensively-organised shooting parties : 

(2) most sportsmen prefer to retain as trophies the skins,

Ad S(‘4ion . — This section now contains a very fair collection of 
the artistic proilucts of the Norih-Westeru .Provinces and Oiidh. 
Of very expensive specimens, such as gold and silver articles and 
rich brocades, the number is necessarily limited ; but all the moderate- 
priced varieties of art-ware, many of which are manufactured in 
remote and obsiuive villc.gcs, are well represcntcfl. During the year- 
138 spceiuic!>s were add(.xl, of whl(di 53 articles were donations. 
The most notable addition is a carved doorway from Maiupuri, the 
panels being of larkas/n or inhii<l brass wire work. The other ad- 
ditions comprised specimens of lurn(?d stone work and silver-ware 
from llamirpui’; a large printed cotton ceiling cloth from l^atehpur; 
c-loths of various descriptions from Saudila, Partahgarh, and Budaun; 
peasant jewellery from several districts ; koftijari and brass-ware fromt 
,Tcyporc ; and old .Lucknow brass and &«V/,7-ware. A descriptive 
catalogue of the art-ware in the Museum is in course of preparation. 
In connection with tins section, a department was opened in January 
last year for the sale of art- ware. The capital consisted of ^ 
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donation of Rs. Ij^OO made to the Museum by Raja A jit Singh 
of Partal^arli. The objects aimed at were twofold : 

(1) the development of the artistic irulustrics of the Provinces 

by acting as a means of cominunication between the 
purchasing public and the almost inaccessilde j)roiluccr; 

(2) the maintaining of a- better collection of art- ware in the 

Museum, Ibe circulation caused by sales and now pur- 
chases preventing* the deterioration of specimens through 
long exposure to light and dust. 

In addition to the j)urchasos made from the compavalivc?ly small 
capital, many of the dealei-s in art-ware send consignments of articles 
on their own responsil)iIity, receiving payment as sales are effected. 
The results of a year’s. ex])eriem:e i.irove the success of the undertak- 
ing. The Museum has been enabled t«^ display a large and att rac- 
tive collection of fresh and hright-lookiug art-ware, the arli/ans liavc 
been encouraged to protluce a liigher class of work and especially to 
suit their proiluctioiis t;o the public demands, anti tiu* purchasing 
public, have availed themselves of the opporliunity to secure with a 
ininimum of trouble and expense the mueli-prizod artistic ^vares of 
Upper India. Tliis department has also been useful ijv suj)j)lying 
veprcseiitative collections of Indian art-ware to museums and <>xlii-. 
bitions in Europe and the Colonies. During the oflieial year cmli ug 
on the 31st March, 1887, the total sales amounted to Rs. 1,3()(), of 
which Rs. 3,625 was for the last six months, October to Alarcb 
inclusive. This dej^artiueul, is self-supportiiig but no more, the jjrofits 
for the year being less tliaii two rupees. 

Arcitfcohfjiaal Scatioa, — ^^fhe-re liave. been 58 additions to thisi 
section during the year, of wdiicli 21 were |)rcsented hy Dr. Iloey, 
three were sent through Lieutenant-Colonel Pitcher, and 31 wore 
collected by Dr. Eiilirer on tour. Dr. I loey’s cont,rihuti»m comprised 
a niimbor of ancient seals, a bronze dragon, and several inscrip tioiiHi 
from Sali(5t Malict, together with an inscription from Etawali. TJio 
lamlKirdar of Manw^a, Sitapur district, through Lieutenant-Colonel 
l^itcher, presented the Museum with two statues of Vinhnn in hia 
ydmami and Viifdha incarnations, an<l an ancient stone mill. Dr.^ 
PUhrer collected from the Jaunpur masjids and bridge several 
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specimens of Buddhistic, and Vishimitic cawed stoue work and one 
inscription. He also obtained from Bitlia^ Saripur, Garliwa, and 
Kosam, in the Allahabad district, some fine Buddhistic relics and 
sculi>tures of the Gupta period, two with inscriptions; and from 
the RikWan caves and Pura in the B:inda district he sent in an im- 
xnage of the Cliausat Joginis and a portion of a frieze of a Brahmanical 
temple. During the year the arclia'ological exhibits have been 
aiTanged and set up ; the catalogue of inscriptions is now being 
published ; and the detailed and classified catalogue of the Jain, Bud- 
dhist and Brahmanical sections is ready for the press.

Two gold coins of B aja Govinda Chandra Deva were presented by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Harrison, B.S.C,; one gold punched coin of Yusuf 
Adil Shah of Bijapur was jiresented by the Bombay Branch of the 
B-oyal Asiatic Society; and one gold coin of Kumara Gupta Mahendra 
was purchased. Besides theal)Ove, 1 1 impressions of old Gnjda coins 
in the Ermitage Imperial ot* St. Petersburg were presented by Mr. 
Vincent Smith. Of the silver coins, b? are Muhaminadaii, two are 
of the Varaha Dynasty of Vijayanagara, one is Indo-Sassanian, and 
five Thibetan. The cojiper-coiiis comin ised one Buddhist, two Hindu, 
86 Muhammadan, and two Kashmir. A complete catalogue raisonnS 
of the Museum collection of coins is ready for publication. 

Economic Section ,, — ^The additions to the Economic Section comprise 
a collection of fisliiiig and fowling contrivances used by the Tliarua, 
presented by the Maharani of Balrampur, and a series of beautifully- 
constructed models, wdth photographs illustrating the transit of timber 
down the mountains, presented by the Conservator of Forests, School 
Circle, Debra Dun. A supply of exhibition glass bottles has been 
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onlcml from Eiiglatid for the preservation and suitable display of the 
large collection of seeds, oils, &c., in this section. 

Miscellaneous sections . Geological Section receivcil a well- 
assorted collection, containing 500 speeiinens illustrating the jnine- 
ralogy of Europe, which was presented by Mr. HederstedI Colonel 
Haughton presented a beautiful assortment of 7S specimens of the 
shells of the Andaman Isl.nnds. Erom Mr. Herenles Ross, C.S 
Commissioner of Kumaun, the Museum receiv.'d a valuable and 
very interesting collection Ulustrative of the habits and tmstoms of 
the people of Thikd. This comprisetl garments of clotli and fur, 
boots, knives, pipes, a saddle, a tiuderbox and steel, a table, ink, 
drugs, borax, and even coins and two Y>aekets of gold-dust. 'J’ho 
section of Modern Indian History received a fine carved marble 
fountain found in the Zaluir Bakhsh Pal.aee, and presented to the 
Museum by the lleverciul W. Latluun, Church Mission Soeiety 
Mr. Hilton presented a s])eeiraen of tlie stone shells used as wissiles 
during the siege of the Residency. The Ethnological Seedion was 
enriched by the purchase from the Jeypore Museum of a neat and 
well-got-up collection of fiO p<,j>ic.r.mnc/,a' heads illustrathi- the 
facial types and methods of tying the ywyr/ among the triks of 
Ilajputaiia.

Qneenk College, Benares. The Libmry catalogue is nearly i^adv 
lor the press. ^ 


6 Cases ^r,,i^«re.-The work of replacing the old eases of 
obsolete designs by new ones is progressing. The yot„ra.l Ilisloru 
Section has received 19 new pillar cases for the exhibition of set-nn 
specimens of birds, five new cases with drawers for study specimens 
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and duplicates of birds, and four eases for exliibitin^ mammals. Of 
the eases presented by Mr. Hume, 23 liave Ixicn reconstructed U-i suit 
the Museum requirements. The Arf^ Section has received seven new 
f^lass-cases, one ease with drawers for delicate fabrics, and four stands 
for pictures and photog-raphs. The Economic Section received four 
glass-almirahs ; and for the Section, 1 8 glass-cases sent 

from Roorkec were refitted in the Museum. The additions to the 
Library fittings were one table and 11? stands for pictures and pho- 
iograpbs. llesides tlie above, the glass-case containing the Residency 
model has Ijecn reconstructed on an improved pbin, shelves and 
stands have heen added in various sections, and tlie ollice furniture 
has been improved. I'ixperieiicc baving shown that it is next to 
imposible to obtain in India a supply of good glass for eases at rca- 
poiiablc rates, an order lias been sent to Messrs. Chance Ill-others 
of Smethwick for a trial consignment of suitable glass. Should this 
turn out satisfactory, the great difficulty in the work of refitting the 
Museum will have been rimiovcd. The larger proporiion of the luw 
eases have hitherto been con.stmctvxl in the railway worksliops, with 
admirable results, as regards style ainl finish, Imiat a very high cost. 
The eases sfill to be supplied, being principally For the Art Section anti 
Library, arc of simple design, and will bo constructed by iiativo 
workmen, 

7. rhifor.9 , — Judged by the niunher of visitors reported, tho 
Museum would seem to have declined very considerably in public 
appreciation.

The whole of the at)Ove sum was paid into the treasury to the credit 
of the Museum. The ex]iouditurc amounted Hs.l7,9() against 
the sanctioned allotment of Ks. 18,000. Pending the negotiations 
for a suitable piece of land for a macerating-honse and servants^ 
quarters, no portion of the amottnt sanctioned Ibf this jmrpose was 
spent. The money available from tliis source and the savings effected 
tinder other heads of expenditure was, witli the sanction of Govern- 
tneiit, devoted as follows : —

various heads as detailed in Api>endix F. Deducting receipts from 
the gross expenditure, the net cost to Government for maintaining 
the Museum for the year under report lias bcen Rs. 16,219-13-0. 

Conclnmni, — In addition to the usual work of collecting and 
arranging specimens, tlie management of the Museum during the 
year under report has been direc.ted towards supplying new cases and 
compiling catalogues. All this will have to go on for another year 
at least, and as soon as the catalogues are in the press, tile much- 
needed work of labelling will have to be commenced. The Economic 
Section wants arrangement and organization ; the Library is not yet 
accessible to the public; and, indeeil, the Farbat Bakhsh building, in 
wbieli those two important sections of the Museum are located, is 
hardly ever visited by the public. Until the over-bridge designed 
to connect the two buildings is constructed, the Museum, so far as 
the public are concerned, will, as at present, be limited to the Lai 
Baradavi. The Committee hope, however, before the end of the 
next official year, to see all these wants sitpplied, and so to have 
for the entertainmont and instruction of the people of the united 
Provinces a Musouiu one iii itself and complete in all its parts.

CURATOR’S REPORT POR JUNE, 1887. 


1. During the imst month 149 Natural History specimens were 
added to tlie collection, of which 33 arc birds, 80 birds^ 

3 mammals, and 33 insects. Of these 101 were collected by the 
museum collectors, 39 purchased, and 9 presented. Accessions to 
the other sections were os follows, — ^two Archaeological, one Numis- 
matic, four Geological, and 129 Artistic specimens, of which six 
specimens were presented, the rest purchased (Appendix A) , 

2. Five Natural History specimens have ]>een prepared by the 
taxidermists and placed in the museum (Ax)|)endix B) . 

3. The total number of visitors to the museum during the month 
was 23,521, of whom 14,857 were native men and 8,030 native 
women, 410 European men and 224 European women ; the daily 
average of visitors being 7 84 (Api>endix C) . 

4. Twenty-seven additions have been made to the library during 
the month, 3 Burmese Pfdi Manusevixits, three Books in five 
volumes, three Reports, and 18 Periodicals, of wldcli eight were 
purchased and the rest presented (Appendix D) .

Mr. Constable desired to place on record some additional evi- 
dence, confirming conclusively the identification wliicb he had 
made several years ago of a statue of the Marquis of Hastings, 
at one time placed on the top of the archway kno\vn as Neill^s 
Gate,^^ which identification Avas entered at length in para. 10 of the 
Btatement recorded in the resolution cited above. 

On the loth November last, Mr. Constable wrote to Messrs, 
Henry Graves and Co., the well known print-sellers of Pall Mall, 
London, describing the statue, and asking them if they could 
afford any information regarding T. Denman, the sciilptor thereof, 
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Messrs. Graves replied under date of the 14th December, 1886, 
as follows : — 

Thomas Denman, Sculptor, exhibited at the Royal Academy 
from 1815 to 1817, and in 1828 heliad two works, described in the 
calalo|^iie as follows ; — 

No. 1 1 50, Allegorical figure to be executed in marble, repre- 
senting Power, forming part of a pedestal for a statue in nuirblc, 
larger tlian life size, to be raised at Calcutta in honour of the Mar- 
quis of Hastings.^’ 

No. 1158, Allegorical figure in marble, representing Peace and 
Justice, forming part of a pedcstiil for a statue in marble, larger 
than life size, to be raised at Calcutta in honour of the IVIarquis of 
Ilastings.^^ 

We have no doubt that he executed the statue mentioiKKl in 
your favor. AVe bought at Christie^s to-day a drawing of the very 
statue mentioned in tlie Academy, and Ave enclose a tracing from 
the drawing, as it may help you in the matter/^ 

Mr. Constahle here exhibited to the meeting the tracing referred 
to (and placed on record a copy thereof) and pointed out tliat it 
and the statue now in the museum Avere practically exact counter- 
parts the one of the other, and remarked tliat it AA-otild noAv he seen 
that the right hand, mutilated in the statue, held a roll of paper, and 
not as he had conjectured ]>ara. 10 of the statement before 

alluded to) the plumed hat of a Knight of the IVIost Noble Order 
of the Garter. 

The original statue of the Marquis of Hastings, designed by 
Flaxman, but executed by Denman, signed on the l.»ase, Flaxman 
inA'onit : Denman sculpsit,^^ commissioned by the British inhabitants 
of Calcutta, was now in the vestilnile of the Dalhousie Institute 
there, and tlie allegorical figures by Denman adorn the base thereof, 
as will be seen from the three photographs now placed before the 
meet ing, which to render the case complete had been specially taken 
for the purpose, as there were no published ones to be had, and 
would noAV be placed among the records of the case. 
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The statue now in the keeping of the Mnsemn, thvec-quarter 
life size, is evidently a replica by Denman of the ono*injil work 1*1 
Calcutta^ and was probably a present from the Marquis l\imself 
to the King of OuJli, or it may be a (commission from tlio Oudli 
Court direct, and Mr. Constable stated that he was in oorrespon- 
deiwie with the aged Nawah Ikbabnd-Dowlah on Uie siibjed, and 
hoped hereafter to be able to place on record the result of his refer- 
ence.

Lucknow, and it was on one of such occasions that, he laid first 
had his identification of the spot in (|ucstion founded upon maps, 
plans, and other records, confinned l)y Mr. KavaJiagh. 

Ilecently, however, for his own further satisfaction, and to liavc? 
a written record of the case, he h:al addressed Colonel lloddy, V. C., 
(who was present when Neill was killed, in the act of giving him, 
then a Staff Scrg(>ant in Olphort’s BaUery of Bengal Horse Artillery, 
an order) recapitukting the evidence on which lie leased his identifi- 
cation, and enclosing a plan constructed by himself showing the 
spot. Colonel Roddy in his rei>ly, dated loth November, 1SS6, con- 
firmed the identification. 


Two months ago, when Colonel Roddy was in Lucknow on duty, 
Mr. Constable had the pleasure of making the aajuaintaiu^c of that 
officer who, on the 5th June, was gniod enough to accompany him 
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over tlie route followed l>y General NeilPe section of the relieving 
force^ and he then had had the great satisfaction of having the 
accuracy of the identification of many of the notable points of the 
Relief, fully confirmed on the ground by Colonel Roddy, whose 
memory appears to be most distinct with regaid to operations in 
wliich he l»re no inconsiderable part.

It was a further gratification to Mr. Constable to know that he 
had been able, by means of contemporary photographs, maps, and 
other records, to recall to the Colonel^s recollection some important 
places wliieh, owing to demolition of buildings, the growth of trees, 
the re-alignment of roads, and the alteration of other land-marks, 
had become faint in his memory ; and by no moans the least satis- 
factory result of the meeting was that the identification of the spot 
where Neill was killed, and the neighbouring local 6 of Dooly Square, 
was confirmed on the spot by the soldier who was at the side of the 
General when he fell from his horse mortally wounded, and who 
immediately afterwards mounted on the top of the archway close 
by and despatched the man who liad fired the fatal shot therefrom.

tliat Gallery liacl acquired in 1884-85 from the Viscount Hardinge, 
and which was mentional in a IcEaling article in “ The Times of 
the 22nd July, 1885, “ as the only likeness/’ anil also in the 28th 
Annual Report of the National Portrait Gallery, whore it is stated 
tliat “ this appears to be the only jjortrait known of this distinguished 
“ Commander,” The attention of the Director of the Gallery was 
drawn to the engraved portrait in Rees’ Narrative of the Siege of 
Lncknow, Longman’s, London, 1858, taken from a ]}hotograph 
done in Lucknow, and mention was made of the photographer hy 
whom the ori^ual plate was taken. 

In November, 1885, Mr. Constable in his memorandum of sug- 
gestions for contribiitors to the Loan Collection of the Lncknow 
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Exhibition, of the 2nd December of tliat year (page 8, section 3), 
drew attention to portraits of Sir Hemy Lawrence, and one of the 
most pleasing results to him of the issue of the memorandum in 
question was the discoveiy of three original photographs of Sir 
Henry Lawrence, two being contributed by Mr. A. J. Lawrence, 
B.C.S., a nephew of Sir Henry, and the other by Mr. Luffman of 
the Oudh Police, which were all duly placed in the Loan Collection. 
(See Catalogue, pages 85, 36.) 

At the close of the Exhibition, permission was accoi*ded to him 
by Mr. A. J. Lawrence to liuve the two photographs helonging <;o 
that gentleman, and believed to l>e the only copies now in existence, 
copied, and he laul had this done in December, 1885 (at his own 
charges), by Mr. Lawrie, Photographer of Lucknow, to a sliglitly 
veil need scale, with a very satisfactory result. 

The third photogi\apli, a head in the vignette style, considered })y 
many who knew Sir Henry intimately to he the most ]>lcasing and 
characteristic likeness of all, .and liitliorto unknown to Mr. A, J, 
Lawrence and other memters of that family, is imforliinatcly too 
faded to lie reproduced by means of ])holograj)hy, but it is about 
being copied in monochrome hy a first rate Eiivojiean artist, so that 
a satisfactory record may lie pi*eserved of such a valuable historical 
relic. 

In the moautirac Mr. Constable liad much pleasure in present* 
ing to the Provincial Museum a set of Lawvic’s ivprodin tioiis td* 
the photographs (I and 2), together with a copy of the engraviiig 
by Adlard in Rees (taken from No. 1), with the title page of the 
Narrative, all duly mounted and titled. 

He further stateil that, a short time .ago, Mr. A. J. Lawrence 
also had his photographs copied (somewhat enlarged in size) by 
Rust, of Allahakul, .and had very kindly sent, under date of tlie 
3rd instant, an example of each to the Museum, which Mr. Con- 
stable had now much pleasure in handing over, having mounted and 
titled them. The correspondence regarding the National Portrait 
Gallery portrait of Sir Henry, and the photogra})hs brought to 
notice in 1885, was still going on with Lady Edwardes, the Director 
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of the Galleiy, and others, and when it was completed a copy would 
be communicated to the Museum,

mand. It was needless for him to record in detail all he could say 
on the subject, and he eontenteil himself l>y stating that it \vonId 
always bo his aim to adv^oeato the acfiuisition of none but perfect 
copies of books, that would lie of real use to those avIio were likely 
j to consult them. In a lending library like the neighbouring station 
one, many books were, in the coni*se of time, worn out of existence, 
but it would be different in the llefercnce Ijibvary of the Museum.

CURATOR’S REPORT FOR JULY, 1887. 


1. DuRiNa the past month 61 Natural History specimens were 

added to the collection, of wliich 38 are birds, 8 birds^ 8 

reptiles, 1 mammal, 2 butterflies, and 4j cocoons. Of these 48 were 
collected by the Museum Collectors, 1 purchased, and 12 presented. 
Accessions to the other sections were as follows ; two Archeeolo* 
gical, 31 Numismatic, 4 Mincralogical, 30 Botanical, and? Artistic 
specimens 5 of which 7 specimens were purchased, the rest presented. 
(Appendix A). 

2. Twenty-four Natural ^History specimens Imve been prepared 
by* the taxidermists and placed in the Museum (Appendix B), 

3. The total number of visitors to the Museum" during the 
month was 22,217, of whom 14,279 were native men, and 7,069 
native women, 613 European men and 256 European women, the 
daily average of visitors being 716 (Appendix C). 

4. Twenty-two additions have teen made to the Library during 
the month, viz., 3 Books in three volumes, 4 Reports, 11 Periodicals

DirRiNG the month of January, two-hundreJ and tliirty-fonr 
Natural History siwcimcns were adde>l to the Museum collec- 
tions, viz,, 282 birds and 2 mammals. Of these, 88 s])ccimen8 were 
collected by the Museum sliikari, 20 were purclmscd and the rest 
were presented to the Museum. The accessions in the other De^Kirt- 
mentfi were : two frajvments of ancient pillars found in the Rae 
Bareli district and two pieces of wearing cloth from Cliandcri in the 
Gwalior State. (Appendix A.) 

2. Eleven Natural History specimens were prepared and placed 
in the Museum during the month. (Appendk B.) 

3. The total number of visitors to the Museum was 20,924, of 
whom 12,609 were native nwles and 6,081 native females, and 1,881 
were Euro]»au males and 358 European females. The daily aver- 
age of visitors was 675. (Api)cndi.x C.) 

4. Fifty-eight additions were made to the Libraiy, viz. 37 
lx)olcs in 92 vols., 12 periodicals, 7 dei>artineutal reports, and 2 
miscellaneous publications. Of these 37 lj()oks and 4 periodicals 
were purchased from the Museum funds, and the others were pre- 
a'uted. (Appendix D.)

■ 1 .. iMahlishmeul and Jtiianfiial receipts, which con- 
si.st for tlie most part of contributions from municipalities, tho 
net cost to Government amonntcil to Rs. 20,551. There were no 
changes of importance in the establishment ; but the sfaiflE for wati-h 
and wanl appi-ars scarcely strong enough for the duty of protecting 
such valuable collections as the Museum now i)')ssessc‘s. 

3. Colled torn and contritmlious. — Very large additions, amount- 
ing in all, iiichidiug Iwoks, to 0,698 items, wore nuide to the various 
Departments during the year, partly by purchase or through tho 
Museum staff, aud partly thnaugh the gen(>rosity of private con- 
tributors. llie rapidity with which the collections are Ihug aug- 
menting tends to delay the issue of catalogues. The one for tho 
Bird collection has already to he rcviscsl, and tho.se for other sec- 
tions are still under preparation. The long promisetl Ethnological 
collection of life-size typical figures illustmtiug the toi-ious races of 
ludLa was received from Calcutta during the year and ha.s greatly 
added to the attractions of the Museum. jV very large eolJccjtion illus- 
trating the Economic Products of these; Provinces,' and prepared in 
Calcutta, may also be noted amongst new ae<jriisitions, as well as a 
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voiy fme colloclioii of p]iotoj>Taplis of tlie Ajiinta Cave Paintings, 
kindly presented by the Bombay Governinoiit. The important 
work of njplaeing the old and unsuitable show-eases with new ones 
of imj»roved pattern iiuule satisia('toi‘y progress ; wJjon eom])leted, 
tlie exhibits will sIjow to far greater jidvaiitage tlian at present. 

4. Arhvor/c sahis . — This section of the ^luseuui has maiiitained 
its po]>ularity, as evidcne(^<l by the amount of sales, 11s. 5/196. As 
pointed out in the report, great diflumlties are exj»erioneed in meet- 
ing all orders received, owing to the want of puuetiudity on the 
pud of the workmen, and to the constant watch that has to be exer- 
cised to prevent inferior ware being palmed olf at high prices, 

f). t'xhihiliom . — ^The Committee coranieneed this year to relieve 
this Deparlment of the task of collecting representative Provincial 
collections for exhibitions, commencing with one for Ohisgow, wbicli 
comprised 2,830 specimens, of the value of upwards of Rs. 19,000. 
In making these collections the Committee received considerable aid 
from municipal and from ])rivate sources. 

6. AUendanee . — The number of visitors, as estimated by the 
door-keepers, amounted to 285,828 — an apparent falling oiP against 
the nuinlujr for the previous year. The sell*-regis<ering t urnstile 
which has now been fixed will, in future, give accurate returns. 

7. In. conclusion, I beg to submit that the rc])ort iillords satis- 
factory cvideiK^e of energetic and successful maungenient by tlie 
Committee?, deserving of the acknowledgments of Goverunicnt,

Notorious pickpockets 
disj^nised as rlni/teroriH seem to select the Museum as the field of 
their o])onitions, as on one occasion the ehaxmisi in charge of the 
iip])er floor of the La] Baradari apprehended a Muliaminadan in 
the act of remo\'ing some money from the himf/am of a visitor 
whose attention the guide had j>reviously dircct(id to tlie display of 
some pretty birds in a glass-case. Tliis shows that the chaprasis are 
not wanting either in vigilance or intelligence.

stone figures from Garhwal; brasswaro and Sanibluir cmliroidcry 
from Gorakhpur; peasant jewellery and carved soapstone images 
from Jliailsi ; muslin, cliikau work, gold embroidery, enamel.^, 
silverware, bidri, oKI brass and metalware, besides a carved doorway 
from Lucknow; ebony froju Nagina. ; pottery from Madras, Bom- 
bjiy, Multan, Dehli, Uampur, Klmrja and Azamgarh ; and cot ton 
prints from Fatehpur, Bulandslmbr and Pariawan (Parlabgarh dis- 
trict).

Tlio total 
sales amounted to Us. 5,193-3-3, leaving a profit of Us. 19-13-3 to 
the Museum. There can be no doubt that the great, a j>alby and want 
of punctuality on the part of the native artisans is a serious draw- 
hack U) the fair development of this useful brancli of tlie Museum. 
Besides, great dilficultics arc ex[)ericnccd in cliccklng the endeavours 
made by some manu fat ;lu revs, especially by those who place their 
goods on commission sale, to palm ojf arlitdes of inferior quality at 
higher prict^s tlian those current in tlie ba/Ars. Tliis Department 
has also been useful in supplying a representative collection of Pro- 
vincial artware to the Glasgf»w Exhibition. At the instance of 
Mr. T. N. Mukharji, of the Bengal Economic Museum, acting on 
kdialf of Messrs. Finlay, Muir & Co., tlie Secretary, Assistant 
Curator and M\inshi Chhotc Lai undertook the collection of art wares 
of tho United Provinces for the Glasgow International Exhibition. 
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Based on the limited funds available for the purpose^ the cost of ?i 
representative collection of the important iivi maniiliuitures of these 
Provinces was estimated at Tvs. (bito, wliic h sum was placed at the 
disi)OPal of the vSecretary by JMcssrs. Finlay, Muir & Co. This 
amount ])ciii<^' found insulficient to secure an ad e(|uate representation 
of the Provijicial handicrafts at Glas^^-ow, the leadin«* Municipal 
Jhxirds in the Provinces w-ore i'lvitcd to co-operate in the undertak- 
ing, and eiidoaAours were made to induce ]>riv'ate d(?a]ei‘s to exhilufc 
oil tlieii* accoinit, for whom the tonus appeared more favoiirabJe than 
tliose couced(‘d on previous occasions. Althoiiodv the action of the 
Local Committee in this respect did not meet with uniform success, 
the collections which came forth from municipal and private sources 
amjdy supplied what could not be procured with tlio limited funds 
placed at their disposal hy the. Executive (.k>mnuttee. Alloi^etlier 
2,830 exhibits have been scut to the Exhibition from these Provin- 
ces, of the value of Us. 10,07 1-13-7. Appendix G jjives the number 
and value of the contributions under each class.
